Born  in  Westmoreland  County,  Virginia,  January  29,  1826. 

Graduated  at  St.  Mary's  Coixege,  Baltimore,  Md.,  1844. 

Ordained  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  N.  H.  Cobb,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Alabama, 
Deacon  1851,  Priest  1852. 

Removed  from  Alabama  to  Maryland  1853  and  to  North  Caro- 
lina 1854,  BECOMING   Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Oxford,  and  having  Charge  of  St.   Paul's, 
louisburg,  from  1855. 

Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Parish,  Frederick  Co.,  Md.,  1858— 1860. 

Rector  of  St.  Bartholomew's,  Pittsboro,  N.  C,  i860 — 1878. 

Rector  St.  Barnabas,  Greensboro,  1878— 1880. 

Elected  First  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh  1879, 
resigning  the  position  on  account  of  ill  health  1893. 

Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Louisburg,  1880— 1884,  with  charge 
OF  St.  James',  Kittrell,  from  February  i,  1883. 

Principal  of  St.  Augustine's   Normal  School,  Raleigh,   1884, 

resigning  the  position  in  1 891  AND    ACCEPTING   THAT  OF  VlCE- 
PrINCIPAL,  WHICH  HE  CONTINUED  TO  OCCUPY  UNTIL  1896. 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity  was  conferred  upon  him 
BY  Rutherford  College  in  1874. 

He  fell  asleep  in  Christ  Saturday,  March  7,  1896,  and  two  days 

LATER  WAS  LAID  TO  HIS  REST  IN  THE  ChURCH-YARD 

at  Pittsboro.

JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS. 


The  eightieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  assembled  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte, 
on  Wednesday,  the  6th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1896. 

Morning  prayer  having  been  said  by  the  Rev.  William 
Walker  and  the  Rev.  John  H.  GrifHth,  Jr.,  the  Convention 
was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese. 

The  roll  having  been  called  by  the  Secretary,  it  was 
found  that  there  were  present  twenty-five  of  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  Delegates  from  eight  Parishes,  and  a  recess  was  taken 
for  Divine  Service. 

At  11  o'clock  the  Litany  was  said  by  the  Rev.  James  F. 
Plummer.  The  Bishop  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Charles  T.  Bland  and  the  Rev.  B.  S. 
Bronson.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Junius 
M.  Horner,  from  the  text,  St.  John  I,  36:  "Behold  the 
Lamb  of  God." 

The  off'erings  of  the  congregation  were  received  for  the 
New  York  Bible  and  Comm.on  Prayer-Book  Society.  At 
the  conclusion  of  Divine  Service,  in  consequence  of  the  ab- 
sence of  a  quorum,  a  further  recess  was  taken  until  4 
o'clock  p.  M. 


Wednesday,  May  6,  4  p.  m. 

The  Convention  reassembled  and  a  quorum  of  both 
Orders  being  found  present,  the  Bishop  declared  the  Con- 
vention duly  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  nominated  as  President  of  the 
Convention,  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.D.  There  being 
no   other  nomination,   the  Secretary   was,   on  motion,    in- 
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strncted  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  Dr.  Mar- 
shall was  declared  elected. 

Dr.  Kemp  P.  Battle  nominated  as  Secretary  the  Rev. 
Julian  E.  Ingle,  and  the  Chairman,  being  requested  to  cast 
the  vote  of  the  Convention,  declared  him  elected. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  appointment  of  Mr.  G.  C. 
Lamb  as  Assistant  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Wilkes,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Convention  bewin  with  Morning 
Prayer  at  9  o'clock,  and  that  a  recess  be  taken  from  1  to  4  o'clock.

Resolved,  That  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese  not  being  members  of  this 
Convention,  visiting  Clergymen,  and  Candidates  for  Orders,  present  in 
the  house,  be  invited  to  honorary  seats  in  the  Convention.

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Wilkes,  the  action  of  the  com- 
mittee was  approved  and  the  committee  continued. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  on  behalf  of  the  graduates  of  St. 
Mary's  School,  presented  a  Memorial,  numerously  signed, 
in  the  interest  of  that  institution.  By  unanimous  request 
of  the  Convention,  Mrs.  M.  Iredell  made  an  address  on  the 
subject  of  the  Memorial,  which  was  then,  on  motion,  referred 
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to  a  committee  of  four  Clergymen  and  three  laymen,  to 
report  as  early  as  practicable. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  members  of  the  committee  the 
Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson,  the 
Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  Junius  M.  Horner,  Mr. 
Lawrence  S.  Holt,  Mr.  D.  Y.  Cooper  and  Mr.  Charles  E. 
Johnson. 

The  text  of  the  Memorial  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  : 

Many  of  the  people  interested  in  the  Church  in  Xorth  Carolina,  realiz- 
ing that  the  value  and  usefulness  of  the  most  important  factor  of  its 
work  depends  upon  the  life  and  private  fortune  of  one  man,  have  deter- 
mined to  appeal  to  the  three  Dioceses  of  the  State  to  put  St.  Mary's  upon 
a  permanent  basis.  For  fifty-four  years  this  School  has  been  sending 
out  women,  trained  in  Church  work,  into  all  parts  of  North  Carolina 
and  to  every  other  State  in  the  South.  Hundreds  who  had  never  heard 
of  the  Church  have  been  brought  into  her  fold  by  the  examples  of  those 
whose  lives  and  characters  have  been  largely  molded  at  St.  Mary's,  under 
the  guidance  of  the  true  Christian  Churchmanship  of  the  founder  of  the 
School  and  his  successor.  Missions  and  Sunday-schools  have  been  estab- 
lished by  the  daughters  of  St.  Mary's,  churches  have  been  built  by  their 
efforts,  and  Parishes  throughout  our  own  and  sister  Dioceses  bear  witness 
to  their  untiring  energy  and  faithful  services.  The  amount  and  value  of 
the  work  done  by  the  School  is  inestimable,  and  will  never  be  appre- 
ciated unless  the  Diocese  should  be  called  upon  to  feel  its  loss.  For 
more  than  half  a  century  the  School  has  done  this  work  for  the  Diocese. 
This  great  work  has  been  carried  on  by  the  unaided  efforts  of  the 
founder,  Dr.  Aldert  Smedes,  and  his  son,  the  present  Rector.  By  their 
large-hearted  liberality  hundreds  of  deserving  girls  have  been  educated 
without  cost,  and  have  thus  been  given  the  opportunity  of  becoming 
influential,  self-supporting  Churchwomen.  Any  business  man  knows 
that  there  must  be  a  limit  to  the  private  means,  never  large,  of  an  indi- 
vidual, though  the  desire  to  carry  on  and  further  the  good  done  by  the 
School  has  never  failed.  All  who  know  anything  of  educational  matters 
realize  that  the  day  of  private  schools  is  fast  passing  away.  We,  there- 
fore, pupils  of  St.  Mary's,  appeal  to  the  three  Dioceses  either  to  endow 
the  School,  or  to  erect  for  it  suitable  buildings  in  Raleigh  or  elsewhere, 
and  thus  relieve  it  of  one  great  drain,  its  heavy  rent.

The  Trustees  further  report  that  some  years  ago  a  suit  was  instituted 
against  them  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Polk  county,  by  James  E.  Woods 
and  others,  for  a  lot  of  land  in  Tryon  City  which  had  been  conveyed  to 
the  Diocese,  but  with  a  defective  description;  and  that  after  due  consid- 
eration they  concluded  to  end  litigation,  which  they  were  advised 
would  probably  terminate  adversely  to  the  Diocese,  by  acceptance  of  the 
deed  mentioned  above,  in  compromise. 

The  Trustees  further  report,  that  since  the  last  Convention  they  have 
•received  and  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  one  thousand  dollars  (§1,000), 
bequeathed  to  the  Diocese  by  Mrs.  Mary  S.  Speight,  late  of  the  city  of 
Raleigh,  who  died  in  the  month  of  February,  1895,  the  said  legacy  being 
expressed  in  the  will  to  be  "for  missionary  purposes."  What  disposi- 
tion shall  be  made  of  said  sum,  whether  the  principal  shall  be  used  for 
missionary  purposes — and  for  ivhat  missionary  purposes — or  whether  it  shall 
be  invested,  and  the  income  from  it  so  used,  is  for  the  Convention  to 
determine. 

They  also  report  that  the  executors  of  the  will  of  the  late  Bishop 
Lyman  have  not  yet  sold  the  real  property  in  Winston,  N.  C,  devised 
by  him  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  turned  over  to  the  Permanent  Epis- 
copal Fund  of  the  Diocese;  but  they  have  recently  directed  that  the 
income  from  the  property  be  paid  to  the  Trustees,  and  since  the  close  of 
the  last  fiscal  year  the  Treasurer  has  received  an  instalment  of  rent 
from  said  property. 

For  a  statement  of  the  several  funds  under  the  control  of  the  Trustees, 
they  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.

REPORT    OF    THE   MANAGERS    OF    THE    THOMPSON    ORPHANAGE 
AND    TRAINING    INSTITUTION. 

The  Board  of  Manajjers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training 
Institution  respectfully  report: 

During  the  past  year  this  Institution  has  been  under  the  care  of  the 
Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne,  Superintendent,  the  matrons,  Miss  INIackey  and  Miss 
Capehart,  and  Miss  Howard  and  r^Iiss  Call,  teachers.  The  management 
has  been  wise  and  economical  and  the  Lord  has  prospered  all  these 
officers  in  their  work. 

We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Institution  and  tind  them  cor- 
rect. We  have  directed  that  a  new  and  much  needed  house  be  built  for 
the  fireman.  We  have  also  gratefully  accepted  thfe  offer  of  the  Thomp- 
son Orphanage  Guild  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  to  build  the  long 
desired  Infirmary.  The  funds  heretofore  collected  for  the  Infirmary  will 
be  used  to  furnish  its  rooms  when  finished.  We  refer  to  the  Superinten- 
dent's report  for  details  of  the  work  of  the  year.  The  labors  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Bronson  for  this  Institution  have  proved  of  great  benefit  not  only  m 
securing  funds  but  in  extending  and  deepening  the  interest  of  our 
people  in  it. 

The  one  point  we  feel  constrained  to  emphasize  is  the  need  of  funds 
not  only  to  maintain  the  children  now  in  the  Institution,  but  to  enable  us 
to  enlarge  that  number.  Surely  this  Orphanage  which  represents  the 
whole  Church  in  North  Carolina,  and  which  is  doing  a  work  above  all 
praise,  should  be  enabled  to  grow  rapidly  amd  steadily.  Is  it  too  much 
to  ask  our  people  to  enable  us  to  enlarge  the  number  of  children  cared 
for  by  twenty-five  per  cent,  during  the  coming  year?  The  caring  for  of 
the  fatherless  in  their  afliiction  is  a  great  part  of  pure  and  undeiiled 
religion.  By  caring  for  a  large  number  of  orphans  our  Church  will 
establish  a  sure  claim  to  pure  religion  that  all  its  adversaries  cannot 
gainsay  or  resist.

THE  TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  REV.  E.  A.  OSBORNE,  SUPERINTEND- 
ENT OF  THE  THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE  AND  TRAINING  INSTITUTION. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers: 

The  history  of  the  past  year  presents  many  evidences  of  Divine  mercy 
and  favor.  The  Institution  has  been  well  filled  with  children  during 
the  year,  and  our  numerous  wants  have  been  supplied.  The  crops. have 
been  fairly  good,  and  the  cash  sales  of  truck  have  enabled  us  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  this  department  of  our  work,  besides  giving  us  an  abundant 
supply  of  good  milk  and  vegetables  free  of  cost.     We  have  suflered  con- 
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siderably  from  malaria  during  the  year,  owing,  we  think,  to  stagnant 
water  in  the  brick-yard  just  north  of  us,  and  also  to  defective  drainage 
in  the  creek,  wiiich  has  not  vohime  sufficient  to  carry  off  the  sewage 
that  empties  into  it  from  the  city. 

One  of  our  children,  a  dear  little  boy,  died  from  the  effects  of  measles 
last  winter.  This  is  the  only  death  we  have  had  among  the  children 
from  disease  since  the  work  began. 

Contributions  have  been  a  little  larger  than  last  year,  owing  to  the 
special  effort  of  the  Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson.  Many  of  our  people  seem  to 
realize  the  great  importance  of  the  work  of  the  Institution,  as  is  shown 
by  their  interest  and  sacrifices  in  its  behalf.  If  all  would  manifest  that 
degree  of  interest  which  the  work  deserves,  its  sphere  of  usefulness 
would  be  greatly  enlarged.  - 

We  have  received  eighteen  (18)  children  during  the  year  and  dis- 
charged twelve  (12).  Of  those  received  five  were  from  East  Carolina, 
three  from  the  jurisdiction  of  Asheville  and  ten  from  North  Carolina. 
We  have  in  the  Institution  fifty-fourch  ildren,  of  whom  sixteen  are 
from  East  Carolina,  five  from  the  jurisdiction  of  Asheville  and  thirty- 
three  from  Xorth  Carolina. 

The  Messenger  of  Hope  payse  xpenses  and  also  something  to  the  gen- 
eral fund. 

We  are  in  want  of  an  infirmary,  an  industrial  building  for  the  boys, 
a  cottage  for  the  foreman,  a  cottage  for  a  skilled  gardener  and  an  endow- 
ment for  the  Superintendent's  salary.  These  buildings  would  add  greatly 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  work,  while  the  endowment  would  secure  the 
permanency  of  the  Institution.  We  also  greatly  need  a  supply  of  run- 
ning water,  such  as  could  be  furnished  by  an  engine  or  a  hydraulic  ram. 
This  is  necessary  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  children  as  well  as 
for  protection  against  fire. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Clergy  and  laity  in  the  three  Dioceses  in  Xorth 
Carolina  for  their  unabated  interest  and  assistance  in  the  work;  also  to 
the  children  of  the  Church,  who  have  done  much  for  our  suppert. 

Dr.  Petree,  our  physician,  and  other  physicians  in  Charlotte  have  been 
very  kind  in  looking  after  such  of  our  children  as  needed  their  attention. 
Dr.  George  Graham  has  always  cheerfully  rendered  valuable  services  in 
his  line  as  a  specialist,  when  called  upon,  as  have  also  Drs.  Bland  &  Son 
and  Drs.  Alexander  and  Keerans. 

The  merchants  and  business  men  of  Charlotte,  and  the  railroad  and 
express  companies  have  given  much  assistance  to  the  work.  The 
matrons,  teachers  and  foreman  have  been  very  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  while  the  children  generally  have  been  cheerful,  dutiful 
and  appreciative.

St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Charles  T.  Bland 
and  the  Rev.  James  D.  Miller. 

The  Bishop  having  called  the  Convention  to  order,  the 
caUing  of  the  roll  was,  on  motion,  dispensed  with. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceed- 
ings, which  were  approved. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.  (See  Appendix  A). 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Wilkes,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the 
Ravenscoft  School  and  other  property  located  in  the  Missionary  Juris- 
diction of  Asheville,  be  referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop, 
two  Clergymen  and  three  laymen,  to  confer  with  the  Commissioners 
appointed  by  the  Convocation  of  Asheville,  and  to  report,  if  possible,  to 
this  Convention. 
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The  Bishop  appointed  on  this  Committee  the  Rev.  C.  T. 
Bland,  the  Rev.  Edward  Benedict,  and  Messrs.  H.  C.  Jones, 
Charles  E.  Johnson  and  Paul  B.  Means. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  William  A.  Smith,  so  much  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  St.  Mary's  School  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Memorial  of  the  Graduates ;  so 
much  as  relates  to  Provincial  Organization,  to  a  Committee 
to  consist  of  the  Bishop,  two  Clergymen  and  three  laymen  ; 
so  much  as  relates  to  Public  Charities  and  Penal  Institu- 
tions, to  a  Committee  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  laymen ; 
so  much  as  relates  to  the  death  of  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Sutton, 
D.D.,  to  a  Committee  of  two  Clergymen  and  one  layman. 
.  The  Bishop  appointed  as  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Provincial  Organization  the  Rev.  J.  Carmon-Davis,  D.D., 
the  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  D.D.,  Mr.  John  S.  Henderson, 
Mr.  John  Wilkes  and  Mr.  William  A.  Smith.  For  the 
Committee  on  Public  Charities  he  named  the  Rev.  E.  A. 
Osborne,  Mr.  F.  T.  Ward  and  Mr.  Thomas  Gluyas.  On 
the  Committee  to  prepare  a  Memorial  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr. 
Sutton,  he  appointed  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.D.,  the 
Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter  and  Mr.  William  L.  London. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  so  much  of  the 
Address  as  relates  to  Parish  Registers  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons. 

Mr.  Kemp  P.  Battle  moved  to  refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons  a  proposed  amendment  of  Chapter  III,  Canon  VI, 
Section  1,  by  adding  the  words  : 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clergyman  to  lay  said  book  before  the 
Vestry  of  the  Parish  at  least  once  a  year. 

The  motion  was  not  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  the  whole  Address  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall  presented  the  following 
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REPORT    OF    THE    STANDING    COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1895,  and  was 
organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.D.,  as  President, 
and  the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Sutton,  D.D.,  as  Secretary. 

Their  testimonials  being  in  due  and  canonical  form,  Messrs.  James 
Edward  King,  Eugene  Leon  Henderson  and  Thomas  Burke  Bailey,  all 
colored,  were  recommended  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate.  At  this 
meeting  also,  the  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  Consecra- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Frank  Rosebrook  Millspaugh,  Dean  of  Grace  Cathedral, 
Topeka,  and  Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas. 

On  the  4th  of  September,  1895,  the  Committee  recommended  John  H, 
Griffith,  Jr.,  of  Richmond,  Ya.,  late  a  student  in  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary of  Virginia,  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  and  the  Rev.  Frederick 
A.  Fetter  and  Charles  Fetter,  Deacons,  for  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

On  the  30th  of  Xovember,  1895,  Simeon  Jeremiah  Michael  Brown  was 
recommended  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders  only,  and 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  Consecration 
of  the  Rev.  Gershom  Mott  Williams,  Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Mar- 
quette. 

On  the  20th  of  December,  1895,  the  consent  of  the  Committee  was 
given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Lewis  William  Burton,  A.M., 
Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Lexington,  and  to  the  Consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Joseph  Horsfall  Johnson,  D.D.,  Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Los 
Angeles. 

On  the  17th  of  January,  1896,  the  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the 
Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Yates  Satterlee,  D.  I).,  Bishop-elect  of 
the  Diocese  of  Washington,  and  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alexan- 
der Charles  Garrett,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Dallas,  lately  a 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  under  the  charge  of  the  same  Bishop. 

On  the  third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  8th,  1896,  the  Committee  was 
called  together  in  special  session  to  take  some  action  with  reference  to 
the  death  of  its  Secretary,  the  Kev.  Robert  Bean  Sutton,  D.D.,  which 
occurred  at  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  day  before  at  his  residence 
in  the  city  of  Raleigh.  The  Rev.  Drs.  Marshall  and  Smedes  and  Dr.  P. 
E.  Hines  were  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  expressive  of  the  Com- 
mittee's sense  of  loss  it  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  its  Secretary  and 
one  of  its  most  faithful  and  useful  members,  who  reported  the  follow- 
ing, which  were  ordered  to  be  engrossed  on  a  memorial  page  in  the  min- 
utes of  this  body,  viz. : 

Whereas,  our  late  associate,  the  Rev.  Robert  Bean  Sutton,  D.  D.,  has 
entered  into  rest,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  while  the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church  in  this 
Diocese  and  at  large  has  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  removal  of  this  ser- 
vant of  God  from  our  midst,  w^e  nevertheless  rejoice  in  the  assurance 
that  our  loss  is  his  unspeakable  gain. 
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Resolved,  That  in  the  example  that  he  has  left  us  of  faithfulness  to 
every  duty  and  trust  committed  to  him  by  the  Church  in  the  various 
positions  of  honor  and  usefulness  that  he  so  worthil}^  filled,  we  recognize 
the  wise  counsellor,  the  devoted  Priest,  the  Christian  gentleman  and  the 
affectionate  friend  and  brother,  whose  memory  we  shall  ever  gratefulh^ 
cherish. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  the  family  of  our  late  beloved  and  revered 
associate  the  assurance  of  our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  great  bereav- 
ment;  and  to  the  Diocese  and  Church  at  large  our  congratulations  for 
the  precious  legacy  of  such  a  life. 

On  the  24th  of  April,  1896,  the  Rev.  Sidney  Steuart  Bost  and  the  Rev. 
Robert  Bruce  Owens,  Deacons,  were  recommended  for  Ordination  to  the 
Priesthood,  and  the  Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy 
on  the  Committee  caused  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton. 

A  communication  from  the  Bishop  having  been  presented,  it  was  re- 
solved "  that  the  action  of  the  Bishop  in  changing  the  time  and  place 
for  holding  the  Annual  Convention  from  Asheville,  on  June  9th,  to  Char- 
lotte, May  6th,  on  account  of  the  erectionof  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction, 
whereby  Asheville  is  no  longer  in  this  Diocese,  be  and  is  approved." 

The  President  of  the  Committee  was  requested  to  make  out  and  pre- 
sent to  the  Convention  a  report  of  its  proceedings  during  the  past  year, 
and  the  Committee  adjourned.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  George,  a  provision  that  the 
Parochial  report  shall  give  the  number  of  persons  who  have 
actuall}^  received  the  Holy  Communion  during  the  year 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Orborne,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committeee  on  Canons  be  requested  to  consider  the 
expediency  of  amending  Chapter  III,  Canon  II,  Section  2,  by  the  addi- 
tion of  the  words:  In  case  the  office  of  Warden  shall  become  vacant 
from  any  cause,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  nominating  and  electing  a 
successor  from  the  members  of  the  Vestry  in  the  manner  above  pro- 
vided. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  F.  T.  Ward,  the  Secretary  was  directed 
to  send  the  greetings  of  the  Convention  to  the  Council  of

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  until  4  o'clock. 


Thursday,  May  7,  4  p.  m. 
The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 
The  minutes  of  this  morning  were  read  and  approved. 
The  Rev.  L.  H.  Schubert  presented  the  following

of  the  last  Convention  requiring  the  attention  of  this  Convention  is  the 
ratification  of  the  action  amending  Article  III,  Section  3  of  the  Consti- 
tution, as  noted  on  page  41  of  the  Journal.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch,  from  the  Special  Committee  to 
w^hom  was  referred  the  Memorial  in  behalf  of  St.  Mary's 
School,  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Memorial  in  behalf  of  St. 
Mary's  School  respectfully  report  that  they  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  following  resolution: 
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Rcmh-ed,  That  a  Committee  of  six,  of  whom  the  Bishop  shall  be  one, 
be  appointed,  with  authority  to  purchase  suitable  school  buildings  or  to 
acquire  land  and  erect  suitable  buildings  for  a  girls'  school  at  any  suit- 
able place  within  the  Diocese,  and  also  that  they  have  authority  to  sell 
any  property  over  which  the  Convention  has  legal  control  to  provide 
funds  for  securing  plant  for  said  school. 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  but  on  motion  of  Mr.  John 
Wilkes  was  reconsidered  in  order  to  add  the  words  : 

provided  the  Episcopal  Fund  be  kept  intact. 

Thus  amended  the  resolution  was  finally  passed. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  M. 
M.  Mashall,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  D.D.,  Mr.  D.  Y. 
Cooper,  Mr.  Lawrence  S.  Holt  and  Mr.  Charles  E.  Johnson 
as  members  of  the  Committee  on  a  Diocesan  School  for 
Girls. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  William  A.  Smith,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons: 

Kemlved,  That  Chapter  I,  Canon  VIII,  Section  1,  be  changed  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  on  finance  and  adding  at  the  end  of  the  section  the 
words  and  a  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  fire  laymen. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Fetter  presented  the  following 

REPORT    OF    THE    EXECUTIVE    MISSIONARY    COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Missionar^^  Committee  report  that  during  the  past  year 
they  have  held  the  regular  meetings  required  by  the  Canon  and  trans- 
acted the  necessary  business.  Stipends  have  been  paid  to  fourteen  mis- 
sionaries, eight  of  whom  did  parochial  as  well  as  missionary  work.  Six 
of  these  missionaries  labored  in  the  present  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of 
Asheville,  the  others  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese.  An  appropria- 
tion of  §240  was  made  to  the  work  at  Chapel  Hill. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Committee,  October  the  30th,  it  was  resolved  that 
the  relations  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville,  both  as  to 
appropriations  and  contributions,  be  continued.  At  the  primary  Convo- 
cation of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville  resolutions  were 
adopted  thanking  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee  for  the  continu- 
ance of  appropriations  to  that  Jurisdiction  and  urging  the  Parishes  and 
Mission  Stations  within  the  Jurisdiction  to  be  liberal  and  prompt  in  the 
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payaient  of  all  contributions  to  the  several  funds  of  the  Diocese.  At  the 
meeting  in  ^Nlorganton,  May  the  17th,  the  Rev.  Charles  Fetter  was  elected 
Executive  Secretary,  at  a  salary  of  S800  per  annum  and  travelling 
expenses.  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  his  office,  the  Secre- 
tary travelled  over  the  Diocese,  making  addresses  in  the  interest  of  Dio- 
cesan Missions  and  taking  monthly  pledges  to  the  same. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  amount  contributed  for  Diocesan 
Missions  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1896: 

From  Parishes  and  Missions 12,496  81 

From  special  contributions 60160 

Total $3,097  41 

The  Committee  regard  this  contribution  as  encouraging.  While  the 
expenditures  have  been  much  greater  than  those  of  the  preceding  year, 
the  contributions  are  $418  in  excess  of  the  sum  received  in  that  year. 
While  there  is  a  deficit  of  $446.86  in  the  Diocesan  Mission  Fund,  $340.74 
of  this  amount  was  the  deficit  of  last  year,  leaving  a  deficit  of  only 
1106.12  in  this  year's  operations. 

The  Committee  believe  the  success  of  the  work  depends  upon  the 
thorough  execution  of  the  monthly  pledge  system;  and  would  therefore 
urge  upon  all  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  use  their  utmost  eff'orts  to  carry 
out  the  system. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  held  in  Raleigh,  October  the  30th,  the 
Rev.  Charles  Fetter  was  continued  as  Executive  Secretary  for  six  months 
from  and  after  December  1st,  at  a  salary  of  $300  per  annum,  he  perform- 
ing missionary  duty  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop. 

The  Committee  regard  the  general  outlook  for  the  missionary  work  as 
encouraging,  the  vacant  places  having  been  filled  with  good  men,  and 
new"  places  opened. 

Mr.  W.  L.  London  moved  that  the  report  be  considered 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole  this  evening  at  8:30  o'clock. 
The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
officers  and  committees. 

The  Secretary,  on  behalf  of  the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina, 
nominated  the  Rev.  James  Carrnichael,  D.D.,  and  Mr.  J. 
Fairfax  Payne  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Thompson  Orphanage.  The  Secretary  was,  on  motion, 
directed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Convention  for  these  persons, 
and  thev  were  declared  elected.     It  was  also  resolved  that 
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the  Rev.  Dr.  William  R.  Wetmore,  now  of  the  Missionaiy 
Jurisdiction  of  Asheville.  be  continued  as  a  member  of  the 
Board. 

Mr.  Wilkes  nominated  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Johnson,  and  the  Secretary  being  instructed  to 
cast  the  vote  of  the  Convention,  he  was  declared  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Johnson,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  expenses  in  attending  the  Convention,  incurred  by 
Clergymen  who  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese  since  the  last  Con- 
vention, and  who  have  been  given  honorary  seats  in  the  Convention,  and 
also  the  Commissioners  present  from  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of 
Asheville,  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  presented  the  following 

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    CANONS. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  report  that  they  have  considered  the  mat- 
ters referred  to  them,  and  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Eesoleed,  That  Chapter  III,  Canon  II,  Section  3,  be  amended  by  add- 
ing the  following  words:  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Warden  a 
successor  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner. 

Remlred,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  change  the  composition  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

Resolved,  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  resolution  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  George  in  regard  to  the  numbering  of  actual  Comnmnicants  be 
deferred  till  the  next  Convention.

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  in 
regard  to  certain  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  Church  and  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  (See 
Appendix  D). 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne,  the  action  of  the 
Convention    fixinp-    the  time  for  the  consideration  of  the

report  of  the  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  was 
reconsidered,  and  it  was  determined  to  leave  the  time  in- 
definite. 

At  5  o'clock  the  Convention  took  a  recess  till   8:30,  and 
the  members  visited  the  Orphanage. 


Thursday,  May  7,  8:30  p.  m. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  and, 
on  motion,  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider 
the  report  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee. 

The  Bishop  called  upon  Mr.  Kemp  P.  Battle  to  preside, 
and  retired  from  the  chair. 

The  Committee  rose  and  reported  through  the  Chairman 
the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Canon  in  regard  to  the  pledge  system,  so  far  as  it 
has  been  complied  with,  has  proved  satisfactory  and  efficacious.  There- 
fore, we  urgently  recommend  that  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese 
enlist  in  a  cheerful  and  hastj^  compliance  with  its  provisions. 

The  resolution  of  the  Committee  was,  on  motion,  adopted 
by  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Nash,  the  Convention  proceeded 
to  the  election  of  Delegates  to  the  Missionary  Council,  and 
the  Rev.  Junius  M.  Horner  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Nash  were  elected. 

Mr.  Nash  nominated  for  re-election  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Missionary  Committee  chosen  by  the  last  Con- 
vention. In  the  absence  of  other  nominations  the  Secretary 
was,  on  motion,  directed  to  cast  the  ballot  for  these  persons, 
and  they  were  declared  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  William  L.  London,  the  consideration 
of  the  report  of  the  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage 
was  deferred  until  to-morrow. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned. 
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THIRD  DAY. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte, 

Friday,  May  8,   1896. 

The  Couveiition  met  at  9  o'clock. 

Morning  Prayer  and  Litany  were  said  by  the  Rev.  James 
F.  Plummer  and  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne. 

The  Bishop  took  the  chair  and  called  the  Convention  to 
order. 

The  calling  of  the  roll  was,  on  motion,  dispensed  with. 
The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  Thursday  afternoon  and 
evening  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Francis  W.  Hilliard  presented  the  following 

report  of  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  beg  leave  to 
report: 

They  have  carefully  examined  the  sixty-nine  Parochial  Reports 
placed  in  their  hands,  for  the  especial  purpose  of  learning  the  condition 
of  the  various  Parishes  and  Missions,  as  compared  with  that  shown  by 
the  reports  to  the  Convention  of  1895. 

No  doubt  the  Bishop  was  better  acquainted  with  the  facts,  which  we 
have  been  endeavoring  to  ascertain,  when  he  stated  in  his  Address  that 
it  was  well  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  the  present  encouraging, 
and  the  future  hopeful.  Yet  we  are  glad  to  find  that  the  statistics  before 
us  bear  the  same  witness.  So  few  were  the  instances  in  which  truth 
required  the  placing  of  the  words  "  not  improved"  against  the  name  of 
any  Parish  or  Mission,  that  they  may  be  almost  disregarded  and  the 
whole  Diocese  said  to  be  proved  by  figures,  so  far  as  they  go,  to  be  mov- 
ing onward  and  upward.  Yet  one  cannot  but  hope  and  pray  that  the 
onset  may  be  more  vigorous  than  it  seems  to  have  been  in  most  instances, 
and  that  what  advance  there  has  been  may  at  least  be  continuous  in  all 
the  time  to  come.  And  work  for  this  end,  as  well  as  hope  and  prayer, 
will  be  abundantly  needed  on  the  part  of  all,  whether  Clergymen  or  lay- 
men. One  chief  object  to  which  hope  and  praj'er  and  work  should  be 
devoted,  is  the  universal  adoption  by  each  and  every  individual  of  the 
method  now  appointed  for  raising  missionary  funds. 

The  Bishop's  Address  has  also  been  in  our  hands,  but  so  much  of  it  has 
been  entrusted  to  other  committees  that  there  remains  comparatively 
little  requiring  notice  from  us.     Yet  at  the  outset,  though  the  matter  was 
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committed  to  others,  we  cannot  resist  the  impulse  to  congratulate  the 
Committee  and  the  Convention  on  their  noble  and  heroic  action  for  the 
rescue  of  St.  Mary's  School. 

The  movement  for  the  erection  of  the  ^Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Ashe- 
ville  was  warmly  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  in  the  Convention  of  1895,  and  your  present  Committee  cannot 
do  less  than  felicitate  you  on  its  success.  If  the  separation,  for  certain 
purposes,  of  those  wdio  have  been  long  united,  and  who  love  one  another, 
be  productive  of  good  to  both,  then  both  must  cease  to  grieve,  and  if  not 
each  for  its  own  sake,  then  for  one  another's  sake,  enter  upon  their  new- 
inheritance  with  courage  and  hope.  We  may  well  look  forward  to  the 
time  when  a  Clergyman  or  a  layman  from  Xorth  Carolina  and  one  from 
Asheville  shall  meet,  and  each  strive  to  anticipate  the  other  in  his 
description  of  the  happy  condition  of  his  own  part  of  the  Church,  with 
the  increased  nearness  and  dearness  of  the  Episcopal  presence  and  the 
Episcopal  blessing. 

The  Bishop's  Visitation  Articles  commend  themselves  to  your  Com- 
mittee as  giving  reality  to  that  part  of  his  office  whereby  he  is  not  only 
one  who  ordains  and  confirms,  but  a  true  "  Episcopos  "  or  overseer. 
The  Clergy  and  the  vestries  will  not  complain  of  them.  They  will  rejoice 
in  them  as  new  evidences  of  the  love  and  watchful  care  of  their  honored 
Father  in  God.  That  the  Bishop  should  subject  to  his  strict  examina- 
tion and  cricticism  the  fidelity  or  lack  of  it,  w'ith  which  the  Parish 
Registers  are  kept,  should  be  a  special  source  of  satisfaction  and  grati- 
tude. The  fact  of  a  person's  baptism  or  confirmation  is  a  matter  of  no 
small  importance,  as  a  properly  attested  event,  w^hile  the  record  of  a 
marriage  may  be  of  vital  consequence  to  many  successive  generations. 
An  important  record  carelessly  kept  is  of  little  value.  Thus  the  law  of 
the  Church,  requiring  obedience  because  it  is  the  law,  is  amply  justified 
by  the  nature  of  the  subject  with  which  it  deals.  The  Bishop's  admoni- 
tion on  this  matter  is  surely  a  part  of  that  godly  counsel  and  advice,  to 
wdiich  the  Clergy  at  their  ordination  promise  obedience. 

Your  Committee  observe  with  pleasure  the  favor  with  wdiich  the  work 
of  Convocations  is  regarded  by  the  Diocesan.  They  are  satisfied  that 
when  wisely  and  conveniently  arranged  as  to  boundaries,  they  may  be 
made  the  means  of  furthering  and  extending  the  Church's  work,  to  an 
extent  that  is  hardly  realized  as  yet  in  our  Diocese.  Already  work  of 
great  value  has  been  done,  sometimes  by  the  Dean  alone  and  sometimes 
by  other  members  of  the  Conv^ocation,  either  with  or  without  the  Dean. 
At  all  stated  meetings  the  presence  of  the  Bishop  proves  especially 
helpful. 

Your  Committee  share  in  the  interest  expressed  by  the  Address  in  the 
work  among  the  colored  people  and  by  the  colored  Clergy.  The  exist- 
ence in  our  midst  of  St.  Augustine's  School,  and  its  connection  with  the 
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Theological  school,  known  as  King  Hall,  seem  to  give  this  Diocese  pecu- 
liar advantages  for  the  prosecution  of  this  work.  Your  Committee  believe 
that  this  opportunity  lays  a  heavy  responsibility  not  only  on  the  white 
people,  who  must  largely  be  looked  to  for  the  necessary  means,  but  also 
upon  the  colored  Clergy  and  Communicants,  whose  zeal  and  fidelity 
should  show  their  appreciation  of  the  benefits  which  the  Church  has 
provided  for  them.  We  regard  with  great  favor  the  establishment  of 
parochial  schools  as  feeders  for  St.  Augustine's,  and  trust  that  their  num- 
ber may  be  largely  increased. 

Your  Connnittee  have  had  before  them  the  reports  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  and  the  Junior  Auxiliary.  They  find  that  the  contributions 
of  the  former  amount  to  $1,918.64  and  those  of  the  latter  to  $873.43. 
They  can  only  reiterate  what  has  been  said  by  the  Bishop  in  praise  of 
these  invaluable  agencies.  We  thank  God  for  them  both,  and  we  desire 
to  bear  testimony  to  the  untiring  labors  and  deep  consecration  of  the 
retiring  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  for  North  Carolina. 

We  have  also  the  reports  of  St.  Peter's  Home  and  the  Good  Samaritan 
Hospital  in  Charlotte.  The  work  done  through  these  institutions  and 
through  that  great  charity,  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  is  that  which  our 
Lord  best  loves,  and  for  which  He  will  most  surely  bless  those  by  whom 
it  is  done,  and  those  by  whom  it  is  helped  and  encouraged. 

The  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  and  the  Daughters  of  the  King  have 
proved  their  efficiency,  and  we  heartily  desire  their  further  growth  and 
success.

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    OX    FINANCE. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  report  that  on  account  of  the  decrease  in 
amount  to  be  received  for  the  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund,  caused  by 
the  separation  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville  from  this  Diocese,  it  is 
found  necessary  to  increase  the  assessments  upon  the  Parishes  remaining 
in  the  Diocese. 

The  schedule  of  assessment  has  been  submitted  to  the  Parishes  and  the 
increased  rate  has  in  most  instances  been  cheerfully  accepted  by  the 
representatives  of  the  Parishes. 

In  the  matter  referred  to  them  for  special  consideration,  your  Co?iimit- 
tee  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized  to  pay  to 
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the  Bishop  $500  per  annum  for  his  travelling  and  incidental  expenses,  and 
that  the  assessment  upon  each  Parish  be  increased  twent}'  per  cent,  to 
meet  this  additional  expense.

The  Eev.  A.  B.  Hunter,  from  the  Special  Committee 
appointed  to  prepare  a  Memorial  of  the  late  Rev.  Robert 
B.  Sutton,  D.D.,  presented  the  following  report: 

•     The  Committee  on  a  Memorial  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton  beg  to  report: 

In  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Bean  Sutton,  D.D.,  this  Diocese  has 
lost  a  faithful  Priest,  who,  after  many  years  of  devoted  work,  has  entered 
into  the  Paradise  of  God.  From  earliest  manhood  he  was  in  such  feeble 
health  that  at  times  his  recovery  was  despaired  of.  In  spite  of  this  con- 
dition, which  largely  continued  through  life,  by  reason  of  a  determined 
will  sanctified  by  the  grace  of  God,  he  gave  himself  devotedly  to  the 
work  of  the  Church  to  the  end  of  his  life.  Wherever  within  his  reach 
there  was  a  Mission  Station  to  be  encouraged  and  a  struggling  people  to 
be  helped,  there  he  preached  the  faith  of  Christ  and  the  Church. 
Brought  up  in  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  and  spending  a  short  jDortion  of 
his  early  ministry  in  Alabama,  he  spent  nearly  all  of  his  forty  years  in 
the  ministry  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  He  had  the  care  of  souls 
in  Oxford,  Burlington,  Greensboro,  Kittrell  and  Louisburg;  he  spent 
eleven  years  as  Principal  and  Vice-Principal  of  St.  Augustine's  School, 
but  his  largest  service  was  as  Rector  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Church,  Pitts- 
boro,  where  he  ministered  for  eighteen  years.  This  period  included  the 
trying  years  of  1861-'65,  during  which  he  ministered  not  only  in  things 
spiritual  but  in  things  temporal  to  the  people  of  the  entire  community. 
He  was  pastor  and  school-master,  counsellor  in  practical  afiairs,  he 
planned  new  buildings  and  he  provided  medicine  until  a  physician 
could  be  called.  He  had  a  wonderful  knowledge  of  minutiae,  and  could 
apply  it  in  many  directions.  Those  who  have  heard  him  preach  can  all 
testify  to  the  uniformly  excellent  character  of  his  sermons,  always  care- 
fully prepared,  delivered  with  a  sense  of  solemn  responsibility  and  aim- 
ing always  at  that  practical  Christian  life  which  it  is  the  aim  of  the  faith 
of  Christ  to  produce.  For  many  years  he  has  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  this  Convention,  and  here,  as  in  every  duty  undertaken, 
he  gave  careful,  exact  and  conscientious  work.  This  Diocese  desires  to 
bear  its  testimony  to  his  exact  learning,  to  his  life-long  faithfulness  to 
duty  and  to  his  devoted  piety.  The  Committee  offer  the  following  reso- 
lution:

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Walter  J.  Smith,  the  arrearages 
of  assessment  due  from  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Xeck,  were 
remitted. 

By  unanimous  consent  Chapter  I,  Canon  I,  was  so 
amended  as  to  enumerate  four  Convocations  instead  of  five, 
in  consequence  of  the  separation  of  the  late  Convocation  of 
Asheville  from  this  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  action  of  the  last  Convention  in  regard  to  a 
Cathedral  for  the  Diocese  be  referred  to  the  Bishop,  with  authority  to  act 
with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Invitations  were  received  from  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Raleigh;  St.  Stephen's,  Oxford,  and  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  for  the  meeting  of  the 
next  Annual  Convention.  A  vote  being  taken,  the  invita- 
tion from  Raleigh  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Wilkes,  the  Secretary  w^as 
instructed  to  print  750  copies  of  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
vention. 
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Mr.  H.  C.  Jones,  from  the  Special  Committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  tlie  matter  of  the  Ravenscroft  [)ro[)erty,  pre- 
sented the  following  report : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
as  related  to  the  transfer  to  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville  of 
certain  property  held  by  this  Diocese  within  that  Jur  sdiction  beg  leave 
to  report  that  they  have  conferred  with  the  Commissioners  appointed  by 
that  Jurisdiction,  and  recommend  to  the  Convention  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution: 

1.  Resolved,  That  from  and  after  this  date  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina will  hold  in  trust  for  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville  the 
following  property,  viz. : 

First,  The  entire  fund  known  as  the  "  Hicks  Fund." 

Second,  The  fund  known  as  the  "Eavenscroft  Fund,"  including  the 
certificate  for  stock  in  the  Wilmington  &  Wei  don  Railroad  Company,  of 
the  par  value  of  two  thousand  dollars,  now  held  by  the  Diocese  as  security 
for  a  loan  of  two  thousand  dollars  niade  by  it  to  the  said  "Ravenscroft 
Fund,"  provided  that  only  so  much  of  this  last-named  fund  shall  be 
held  in  trust  as  shall  remain  after  repaying  to  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina said  loan,  and  all  interest  that  may  be  in  arrears  thereon,  and  any 
other  debt  that  may  be  due  this  Diocese  from  said  fund. 

Third,  So  much  of  the  Ravenscroft  property  situated  in  the  city  of 
Asheville  as  is  contained  in  the  lot  upon  which  stands  the  building  known 
as  Shoenberger  Hall,  together  with  lots  numbered  eight  (8),  nine  (9),  ten 
(10),  and  seventeen  (17),  as  laid  down  and  designated  upon  the  plat  of 
the  property  heretofore  prepared  and  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese:  Provided,  hoivever,  that  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  shall 
assume  all  liability  to  the  subscribers  to  the  fund  for  the  purchase  of 
said  property  in  case  such  liability  should  arise. 

Fourth,  That  it  will  hold  upon  like  trusts  all  real  property  other  than 
the  Ravenscroft  property  situated  within  the  limits  of  the  said  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction  now  held  by  this  Diocese  for  church,  school  or  other 
local  purposes. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  wall  transfer  the  above- 
named  property,  both  real  and  personal,  to  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction 
of  Asheville  by  proper  conveyances  so  soon  as  it  is  advised  by  its  counsel 
that  said  Jurisdiction  is  properly  organized  and  legally  capable  of  taking 

and  holding  said  property.

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On  motion,  the  resolutions  proposed  by  the  Committee 
were  adopted. 

Mr.  William  L.  London  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due  and  are  hereby 
tendered  to  the  Rector  and  congregation  of  St.  Peter's  Church  and  the 
citizens  of  Charlotte  for  their  very  generous  hospitality  in  the  enter- 
tainment of  this  body,  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  the  Womans' 
Auxiliary,  the  Daughters  of  the  King  and  the  visitors  in  attendance 
on  our  sessions,  and  particularly  to  the  pastor  and  congregation  of  the 
Tryon  Street  Baptist  Church  for  the  use  of  their  buildings  by  the  two 
societies  last  named. 

The  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne,  from  the  Special  Committee  to 
whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  Public  Charities  and 
Penal  Institutions,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was,  on  motion,  adopted  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relating  to  Public  Charities  and  Penal  Institutions  respectfully 
report  that  they  consider  the  matter  one  of  much  importance  to  the 
spiritual  and  temporal  welfare  of  these  institutions,  and  oflfer  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  visit  these 
institutions  and  minister  to  the  inmates  thereof. 

In  regard  to  County  Homes,  many  of  whose  inmates  are  worthy  peo- 
ple in  a  most  helpless  and  hopeless  condition,  and  as  these  Homes  are 
often  remote  from  the  homes  of  our  Clergy,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  our  people  be  requested  to  use  their  influence  to  have 
the  County  Homes  of  the  State  located  at  or  near  the  county-seat,  or 
other  large  town  in  the  county  to  which  they  belong,  and  that  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  and 
endeavor  to  secure  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  that  end.

The  President  being  in  the  chair,  the  Bishop  offered  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  following  reply  be  made  to  the  Memorial  presented 
to  this  Convention  by  the  Alumnae  of  St.  Mary's  School: 

The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Xorth  Carolina  has  been  deeply 
moved  by  the  appeal  of  the  daughters  of  St.  Mary's  School  in  behalf  of 
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that  noble  institution  of  Christian  culture,  and  hereby  assures  the 
Memorialists  that  the  Church  in  North  Carolina,  so  far  as  it  is  represented 
by  this  Convention,  shall  not  be  found  wanting  in  this  emergency,  but 
will  do  all  in  its  power  to  place  St.  Mary's  School  upon  a  permanent 
foundation  as  an  institution  under  the  charge  and  patronage  of  the 
Church  throughout  the  entire  State. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Convention  on  its  part  appeals  to  the  Memorial- 
ists and  other  Alumnae  throughout  the  State,  to  use  their  utmost 
endeavors,  beginning  at  once,  to  increase  the  popular  knowledge  and 
appreciation  of  the  great  advantages  offered  by  this  excellent  school. 
The  Memorialists  can  do  more  than  the  Convention  to  relieve  the 
present  situation  by  using  their  active  exertions  to  increase  the  patron- 
age w^hich  it  enjoys. 

The  Bishop  having  resumed  the  chair,  the  ConventioD, 
on  motion,  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Committees. 

The  Rev.  B.  S.  McKenzie  nominated,  as  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.D.,  the 
Rev.  Bennett  Smedes,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson,  Mr. 
P.  E.  Hines,  M.D.  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Battle.  There  being  no 
other  nominations,  the  Secretary  was,  on  motion,  instructed 
to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Convention  for  these  persons,  and 
they  were  declared  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  William  L.  London,  the  Secretary 
was  directed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Convention  for  the  Rev. 
William  Walker,  the  Rev.  I.  McK.  Pittenger,  D.D.,  the 
Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle,  Mr.  F.  T.  Ward  and  Mr.  W\  E.  Ash- 
ley, as  members  of  the  Church  Building  Committee,  and 
they  were  declared  elected. 

As  members  of  the  Education  Committee,  Mr.  London 
nominated  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne,  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch, 
D.D.,  and  Mr.  Stephen  F.  Lord,  Salisbury.  The  Secretary 
was  as  before  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Convention, 
and  they  were  declared  elected. 

The  Rev.  James  B.  Avirett  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  our  brethren  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  and  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Asheville  be  thus  earlv  notified  that  our  Convention  in 
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1897  (D.V. )  will  be  held  in  Raleigh,  and  that  we  sincerely  trust  that  they 
will  be  present  to  help  us  especially  in  strengthening  St.  Mary's  School, 
the  fostering  mother  of  the  Church  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Xorth  Car- 
olina. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch,  from  the  Coiivoctiou  of  Salisbury, 
haviug  tendered  to  the  Diocese  a  certain  property  in  Salis- 
bury, Mr.  S.  S.  Nash  presented  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution,  which  were  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  property  known  as  the  Church  School  for  Boys  at  Sal- 
isbury has  been  tendered  to  the  Convention  by  the  Convocation  of  Salis- 
bury, therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  said  property  be  accepted  by  this  Convention  with 
thanks,  and  the  management  of  the  same  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
already  appointed  with  regard  to  the  control  of  St.  Mary's  School. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Jones  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  all  legislation  heretofore  passed  by  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese  creating  and  regulating  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravens- 
croft  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  are  hereby  authorized  to  lease  or  otherwise  use  and  employ  the 
property  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Davis,  from  the  Special  Committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  matter  of  a  Provincial  Organization  for 
the  Jurisdictions  within  the  State,  presented  the  following 
report : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  a  Provincial 
Organization  for  the  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdictions  embraced  within  the 
State  of  Xorth  Carolina,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  heartily  commend 
the  proposed  union  of  the  three  Jurisdictions  in  one  organization  in  the 
nature  of  a  Province,  and  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  a  correspond- 
ing Committee  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  and  the  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction  of  Asheville,  with  the  view  of  devising  some  plan 
for  such  a  union  and  co-operation,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  resolution  a[)pended  to  the  report  was,  on  motion, 
adopted. 
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The  Bishop  appointed,  as  members  of  the  Committee 
called  for  by  the  resolution,  the  Rev.  J.  Carmon-Davis, 
D.D.,  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  James  D. 
Miller,  Mr.  John  Wilkes  and  IMr.  J.  S.  Henderson. 

The  Rev.  Charles  L.  Hoffmann  presented  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution,  which  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Our  brethren  of  the  ancient  and  down-trodden  Church  of 
Armenia,  under  the  oppressive  hand  of  the  Sultan  of  Turkey,  have  suf- 
fered persecution  and  martyrdom  for  many  years,  with  an  especially 
malicious  outbreak  within  the  last  twelve  months,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  do 
now  express  the  sj'mpathy  which  is  due,  and  which  we  most  deeply  feel 
for  these  our  brethren  suffering  for  their  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord, 
and  commend  them  to  the  loving  mercies  of  the  Great  Father  of  us  all. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  the  Convention 
requested  the  return,  from  Shoenberger  Hall  to  the  Epis- 
copal residence  in  Raleigh,  of  the  robes  and  books  of  the 
late  Bishop  Ravenscroft. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  James  D.  Miller,  it  was  resolved 
to  hold  the  next  Annual  Convention  on  Wednesday,  the 
]2th  day  of  May,  1897. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne,  the  discussion  of 
the  report  of  the  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  was 
made  the  Order  of  the  Day  for  4  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

Mr.  Osborne  also  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
w^as  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage 
and  Training  Institution  be  authorized,  by  the  consent  and  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  donor  of  the  property,  to  secure  such  State  legisla- 
tion as  may  be  necessary  to  extend  permanently  the  benefits  of  that 
Institution  to  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  and  to  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Asheville,  and  to  encourage  their  co-operation  in  the  support  of  the 
same. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  until  4  o'clock. 
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Friday,  May  8,  4  p.  m. 

The  Convention  re-assembled,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

The  report  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  being  the  Order 
of  the  Day,  it  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  discussion  which  ensued  the  following 
resolution,  offered  by  Mr.  S.  S.  Nash,  was  adopted  : 

Besolred,  That  the  Convention  urge  upon  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
and  their  congregations  to  increase,  by  every  means  in  their  power,  their 
offerings  for  the  Thompson  Orphanage  until  the  things  most  needed  are 
secured,  viz. :  A  house  for  the  gardener,  a  house  for  the  foreman  and  a 
fund  sutRcient  for  the  endowment  of  the  office  of  Superintendent. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wm.  L.  London,  the  thanks  of  the 
Convention  were  extended  to  the  Charlotte  papers  for  their 
excellent  reports  of  the  proceedings. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  Convention, 
the  minutes  were  read  and  approved,  and  it  was 

Besolred,  That  the  Convention  take  a  recess  till  8:30  o'clock,  to  meet 
at  that  hour  for  Divine  Service,  and  then  to  stand  adjourned  sine  die. 


Friday,  May  8,  8:30  p.  m. 
The  Convention  re-assembled. 

Evening  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  H.  Hobart  Barber 
and  the  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle,  and  a  sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  Robert  Strange,  D.D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  said  the  concluding 
prayers,  pronounced  the  Benediction  and  declared  the  Con- 
vention adjourned.

APPENDIX  A. 
ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

It  is  with  mingled  feelings  of  pain  and  happiness  that  I 
again  address  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina.  We  miss  many  familiar  faces,  and  we  find 
our  numbers  diminished  by  the  absence  of  our  brethren 
from  beyond  the  Catawba.  But  the  pain  of  this  separation 
is  relieved  by  the  thought  that  it  is  the  growth  of  the 
Church  w^hich  thus  demands  changes  and  causes  separa- 
tions. Though  our  Clergy-list  is  so  much  diminished  from 
that  of  last  year,  yet  we  have  in  actual  service  almost  the 
same  number  as  in  1884  at  the  time  of  the  first  Conven- 
tion after  the  erection  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  ;  and 
only  one  or  two  less  than  when  in  1873  Bishop  Lyman  was 
elected  assistant  in  the  Diocese,  embracing  the  whole  State 
of  North  Carolina. 

The  erection  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville 
made  it  necessary  that  the  ecclesiastical  authority  should 
select  another  place  for  the  meeting  of  this  year's  Conven- 
tion; and  as  the  very  late  date,  June  9th,  appointed  by  the 
last  Convention,  had  a  special  reference  to  the  place  of 
meeting,  it  seemed  to  me  that  the  change  of  place  undei 
these  circumstances  necessarily  involved  a  change  also  in 
the  date.  After  consulting  with  the  Standing  Committee, 
I  determined  to  accept  the  hospitable  invitation  of  the 
Rector  and  Vestry  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  and  to 
appoint  this  church  as  the  place  of  meeting,  and  May  6th 
as  the  day.     Personally  I  should  have  preferred  a  later 
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date,  but  circumstances  seemed  to  make  this  day  the  most 
convenient.  I  ask  you,  my  brethren,  to  join  with  me  in 
devout  i)rayer  and  effort,  that  God  may  make  this  meeting 
of  the  council  of  His  Church  a  blessing  to  the  Diocese  and 
to  this  ]>arisli,  and  that  He  may  use  us  for  His  glory  and 
for  the  good  of  our  fellow-men.

I  slioald  state  that  the  foregoing  summary  includes  visi- 
tations made  in  those  congregations  now  embraced  in  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Asheville,  but  made  before  October,  1895, 
while  they  were  part  of  this  Diocese.  In  addition  to  the 
above  I  have  also,  since  October,  1895,  made  visitations  in 
Catawba  and  Caldwell  counties,  at  Morganton  and  at  Ashe- 
ville, during  which  visitations  I  held  ten  services  in  seven 
places,  preached  six  times  and  confirmed  nineteen  persons. 

I  have  officiated  a  few  times  beyond  the  limits  of  my  own 
jurisdictions.  On  the  21:th  of  May,  1895,  I  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  meeting,  for  the  first  time,  the  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  and  by  the  courtesy  of  Bishop 
Watson  it  was  my  privilege  to  preach  the  sermon  that  day 
at  the  opening  service  of  the  Council.  The  special  pur- 
pose of  my  visit  was  to  express  my  respect  and  affection 
for  the  godly  and  learned  Bishop  of  East  Carolina  by 
attending  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  ordination  to  the 
Priesthood,  which  synchronized  with  the  session  of  the 
Council.  If  I  may  be  pardoned  a  purely  personal  remi- 
niscence in  this  connection,  I  will  add  that  I  could  not 
but  remember,  with  wonder  and  humility,  that  three  times 
I  had  been  priviledged  to  speak  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Fayetteville ;  first  as  a  Deacon  I  had  been  requested  to 
address  the  Sunday-school  during  our  Convention  of  1879; 
then  as  a  Priest  I  had  been  invited  to  preach  before  the 
congregation  a  sermon  in  connection  with  the  Centennial 
celebration  of  1889;  and  now  as  Bishop  I  was  permitted 
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to  address  ray  brethren  and  fathers  of  the  Council  of  East 
Carolina.  I  trust  that  I  may  be  enabled  to  preserve  and 
to  draw  closer  the  bonds  of  affection  and  sympathy  by 
which  all  the  people  of  our  North  Carolina  jurisdictions 
should  be  banded  together. 

May  26th  being  the  fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  preached 
in  the  Moravian  church  at  Salem  the  Commencement  Ser- 
mon before  that  deservedly  famous  school  for  girls,  the 
Salem  Academy.  I  was  glad  to  be  able  thus  to  continue 
the  kindly  intercourse  maintained  by  all  my  predecessors 
with  this  estimable  community,  and  in  the  name  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  greet  the  Church  of  the  United 
Brethren. 

In  Trinity  Church,  Portsmouth,  Diocese  of  Southern 
Virginia,  on  the  16th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  29th, 
as  I  was  on  my  way  to  Minneapolis,  I  took  part  in  the  ser- 
vice, and  preached,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Rev.  James  B. 
Funsten.  At  Shakopee,  Minnesota,  October  13th,  the  18th 
Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  conducted  the  service  and  preached 
for  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Francis  H.  Potts.  In  St.  Barnabas' 
Church,  Baltimore,  the  first  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany, 
January  12th,  1896,  I  preached  at  the  request  of  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Atkinson,  formerly  of  this  Diocese  ;  and  the  even- 
ing of  the  same  day  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Baltimore,  I 
preached  one  of  a  course  of  sermons  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Men's  Guild  of  that  parish.  January  15th  I  married 
a  couple  in  Washington  City,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Washington. 
Being  obliged  to  pass  through  the  city  of  Danville  on  my 
way  from  Milton  to  Reidsville,^  I  was  most  hospitably 
received  and  entertained  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of 
the  Epiphany,  the  Rev.  J.  Cleveland  Hall,  and  his  people; 
and  by  his  invitation  I  preached  to  a  large  congregation 
the  evening  of  February  5th,  in  the  church  so  long  identi- 
fied with  the  Rev.  George  W.  Dame,  to  whom  this  Diocese 
owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  his  faithful  ministrations  dur- 
ing many  years  to  the  scattered  people  along  our  borders 
in  Caswelfand  Rockingham  counties.  Having  to  attend 
a  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Work  among  the  Colored 
People  of  the  South,  held  in  New  York,  March  26th,  I  was 
thereby  able  to  be  present  at  the  most  noble  and  impressive 
service  of  the  consecration  of  my  friend,  Dr.  Satterlee,  the 
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first  Bishop  of  Washington.  I  have  also  attended  two 
other  meetings  of  the  same  Commission,  one  held  in 
Atlanta,  the  other  in  Washington ;  and  the  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  at  Sewanee.  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  there  are  two  or  three  congregations  of 
the  Diocese  which  I  have  not  visited  during  the  past  year. 
I  regret  this,  and  when  a  Bishop  of  Asheville  shall  have 
been  consecrated  I  trust  I  shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  such 
a  statement. 

I  have  duriiig  the  year  covered  by  this  Address  held  two 
hundred  and  thirty-six  public  services  in  the  Diocese,  in 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  churches  or  other  places,  at 
which  I  have  preached  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  times, 
made  sixty-one  addresses  and  confirmed  four  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  persons.  Bishop  Capers,  of  South  Carolina, 
kindly  visited  Brevard  and  Bowman's  Bluff  for  me  last 
August,  and  confirmed  three  persons  at  the  latter  place. 
This  makes  the  total  confirmed  in  this  Diocese  proper  four 
hundred  and  eighty-two.  Add  to  these  the  nineteen  con- 
firmed by  me  last  November  in  the  Jurisdicdion  of  Ashe- 
ville and  the  number  is  five  hundred  and  one.  I  have 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  public  ninety-six 
times.  I  have  baptized  seven  infants  and  eight  adults.  I 
have  officiated  at  two  weddings,  giving  the  blessing.  I 
have  ordained  three  Priests  and  five  Deacons,  one  of  the 
ordinations  to  the  Diaconate  being  at  the  request  of  Bishop 
Peterkin,  to  whose  Diocese  the  candidate  belongs,  though 
serving  at  present  with  us.  Monday,  April  20th,  I  laid  the 
corner-stone  of  the  "  Benson  Library  of  St.  Augustine's 
School,  Raleigh,"  so  named  in  grateful  recognition  of  the 
generous  gift  of  Miss  Mary  Benson. 

I  have  to  report  the  consecration  of  five  churches  and 
chapels.  May  1,  1895,  being  the  Feast  of  Sts.  Philip  and 
James,  I  consecrated  the  Memorial  Chapel  of  St.  Mary  the 
Virgin,  erected  for  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training 
Institution  by  the  generosity  of  the  Hon.  William  P. 
By  num.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Robert  S. 
Barrett,  D.D.,  and  I  was  assisted  in  the  services  by  the 
Rev.  Drs.  Wetmore,  Davis  and  Marshall;  Messrs.  Hilliard, 
Osborne,  Wm.  Walker,  Hoffmann,  and  Alston  of  this  Dio- 
cese, and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Carmichael  of  East  Carolina. 

May  12th,  the  4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  consecrated  St. 
Gabriel's  Church,  Old  Fort,  the  sermon  being  preached  by 
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the  Rev.  Chas.  T.  Bland,  formerly  the  faithful  missioDary  in 
that  field.  The  Rev.  Girard  W.  Phelps  read  the  Petition, 
and  the  Rev.  Alfred  H.  Stubbs  the  Sentence  of  Consecration. 

Ma}^  22d  I  consecrated  St.  John's  Church,  High  Shoals, 
Gaston  county,  the  sermon  being  preached  by  the  Rev. 
John  A.  Deal.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wetmore,  Priest  in  Charge, 
read  the  Petition  for  Consecration,  and  the  Rev.  Edwin  A 
Osborne  the  Sentence. 

September  20th  I  consecrated  St.  Mary's  Church,  Edge- 
combe count}^  preaching  the  sermon  myself.  Mr.  H.  H. 
Shaw,  the  faithful  lay-reader,  read  the  Request  for  Conse- 
cration, and  the  Rev.  Walter  J.  Smith,  who  first  ministered 
here,  read  the  Sentence.  There  were  present  of  the  Clergy, 
besides  Mr.  Smith,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Girard  W.  Phelps, 
Wingate,  Potfenberger  and  Battle. 

The  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  12th,  I  consecrated 
Grace  Memorial  Chapel,  Lawrence,  Edgecombe  county. 
Mr.  Samuel  S.  Nash,  the  lay-missionary  in  this  work,  read 
the  Request  for  Consecration  and  the  Rev.  Walter  J.  Smith 
the  Sentence.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Gas- 
ton Battle.  The  Rev.  Girard  W.  Phelps  and  the  Rev.  Mar- 
tin L.  PofFenberger  also  assisted  in  the  service. 

June  28th  I  organized  as  a  Mission  under  the  Canons  of 
the  Diocese  the  congregation  of  Trinity  Church,  States- 
ville,  which  had  given  up  its  parochial  organization. 

April  15th  I  organized  the  Mission  of  "Emmanuel  Church, 
Southern  Pines.^^ 

The  same  day  I  organized  the  teachers  and  certain  of 
the  pupils  of  St.  Augustine's  School,  Raleigh,  with  such 
other  persons  as  may  be  canonically  associated  with  them, 
as  the  Mission  of  ''St.  Augustine's  Chapel.''  It  should 
be  stated  in  this  connection  that  the  parish  heretofore 
known  as  St.  Augustine's,  Raleigh,  has  at  my  suggestion 
and  request  determined  to  ask  permission  of  the  Conven- 
tion to  change  its  parochial  designation  so  that  hereafter  it 
may  be  know^  as  the  Church  of  St.  Ambrose.  It  was  found 
that  there  were  practical  disadvantages  to  both  school  and 
parish  in  bearing  a  common  designation. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  Clergy- 
list  since  my  last  Convention  Address. 

We  have  lost  by  death  the  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Boyle, 
who  died  in  Philadelphia,  June  6th,  1895,  and  the  Rev. 
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Robert  Bean  Sutton,  D.D.,  who  died  in  his  house  at  8t. 
Augustine's  School,  Raleigh,  March  7th,  1896.  Mr.  Boyle 
was  an  actual  resident  of  the  Diocese  but  a  few  years,  and 
left  it  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  before  his  death,  making  no 
reports  to  his  Diocesan,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  after  his 
departure.  I  am  therefore  not  able  to  speak  of  his  work 
or  of  his  character.  T  know,  however,  that  he  was  very 
highly  esteemed  by  many  persons  in  those  parts  of  the 
Diocese  where  he  labored. 

As  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton,  it  may  be  said  that  the 
Diocese  has  never  had  a  more  faithful  minister  in  things 
pertaining  to  God,  and,  so  far  as  we  can  judge,  the  Master 
has  had  no  servant  in  this  part  of  His  household  who  more 
diligently  employed  and  improved  the  talent  committed  to 
him.  Coming  tons  from  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  in  1854, 
about  three  years  after  his  ordination,  he  spent  the  remain- 
ing forty-one  years  of  his  earthly  ministr}^  in  the  service  of 
this  Diocese.  Always  a  man  of  feeble  health,  and  for 
much  of  his  time  having  to  supplement  his  insufficient 
salar}^  by  teaching  a  school,  he  cheerfully  endured  this, 
and  refused  calls  to  more  lucrative  posts,  for  the  love  he 
bore  towards  his  people  and  his  work.  The  parish  which 
longest  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  his  services  was  St.  Bartholo- 
mew's, Pittsboro,  where  his  memory  is  cherished  with  the 
warmest  gratitude  and  affection.  The  latter  years  of  his 
life  were  spent  in  the  work  of  St.  Augustine's  School,  which 
for  ten  years  he  served  faithfully  and  well,  first  in  the  office 
of  Principal  and  then  as  A^ice-Principal.  He  was  consci- 
entious, pains-taking,  laborious  and  efficient;  pure  and 
blameless  in  his  life;  steady  and  true  in  his  friendships; 
a  workman  that  needed  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  divid- 
ing the  word  of  truth.  The  Church  in  North  Carolina  had 
not  a  more  loyal  son.     He  rests  in  peace.

For  the  present 
he  is  also  giving  one  Sunday  each  month  to  a  very  hopeful 
mission  in  Smithfield. 

The  Rev.  Girard  W.  Phelps  has  given  up  his  former 
work  in  the  mountains,  and  has  become  Rector  of  St. 
Clement's  Church,  Ringwood,  and  Priest  in  Charge  of  Lit- 
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tletou ;  St.  Luke's,  Gaston ;  and  St.  Mary's  and  Grace 
Memorial  Chapel,  Edgecombe. 

The  Rev.  Charles  J.  Wingate,  still  residing  in  AVilson, 
and  Rector  there,  has  given  up  St.  Clement's,  Ringwood, 
and  has  taken,  in  lieu  thereof,  the  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Enfield,  to  which  he  gives  one  Sunday  a  month. 

The  Rev.  James  F.  Plummer  has  become  Rector  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Oxford. 

The  Rev.  Aldred  A.  Pruden  has  become  Rector  of  St. 
Philip's  Church,  Durham. 

The  Rev.  H.  Hobart  Barber  has  become  Rector  of  St. 
Athanasius'  Church,  Burlington. 

The  Rev.  Horace  W.  Jones  has  accepted  the  rectorship 
of  St.  Barnabas'  Church,  Greensboro,  having  resigned  the 
missionary  work  in  Rockingham  and  Stokes  counties.  He 
still  retains  charge  of  the  Mission  at  Mount  Airy  by  my 
direction,  giving  it  one  Sunday  each  month. 

The  Rev.  James  A.  Weston,  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Ashe- 
ville,  has  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Statesville,  in  connec- 
tion with  his  parish  at  Hickory. 

The  Rev.  John  H.  Griffith,  Jr.,  Deacon,  since  his  ordina- 
tion last  September,  has  been  serving  in  Mecklenburg 
county,  having  charge  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  and  of  the 
mission  near  Davidson  and  Mount  Mourne.  He  has  also 
served  in  the  new  St.  Andrew's  Chapel,  Charlotte.  He  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Osborne. 

The  Rev.  James  E.  King,  Deacon,  since  his  ordination  last 
Trinity  Sunday,  has  been  serving  under  the  direction  of 
Archdeacon  Walker,  in  St.  Augustine's  Church,  Raleigh, 
very  acceptably  and  successfully. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Burke  Bailey,  Deacon,  is  in  charge  of 
the  Missions  to  the  Colored  people,  St.  Philip's  and  St. 
Monica's  Chapels,  near  Noise,  in  Moore  county,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Archdeacon. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  N.  Canfield,  Deacon,  of  the  Diocese  of 
West  Virginia,  whom  I  ordained  last  December,  acting  for 
and  at  the  request  of  his  own  Diocesan,  Bishop  Peterkin,  is 
serving  temporarily,  with  my  approval,  in  St.  Saviour's 
Chapel,  Raleigh,  under  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church. 

The  Rev.  James  H.  Williams,  of  the  Diocese  of  Ken- 
tucky, has  taken  charge  of  the  congregations  at  Madison, 
Walnut  Cove  and  Germanton,  but  I  have  not  yet  received 
his  letters  dismissory. 
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In  going  over  my  work  of  the  past  year,  I  would  add 
that  I  have  made  a  point  of  attending  at  least  one  meeting 
ef  each  Convocation  which  has  held  a  meeting  during  the 
year.  I  have  thus  attended  meetings  of  the  Convoca- 
tions of  Raleigh,  Tarboro  and  Charlotte.  I  believe  the  Con- 
vocations may  be  made  useful  in  administering  our  mis- 
sionary work. 

November  20th  and  21st  I  held  in  the  Church  of  St. 
Michael  and  All  Angels  in  this  city,  a  Conference  of  the 
Clergy  and  workers  among  the  colored  people  of  this  Dio- 
cese and  Asheville.  Two  days  were  spent  most  profitably 
in  interesting  discussions  and  in  listening  to  addresses  and 
papers  upon  various  phases  of  our  w^ork  among  the  Negroes. 
I  very  much  regretted  that  I  was  compelled  to  leave  some 
hours  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Conference.  I  was 
deeply  touched  by  the  evidences  I  received  of  the  willing- 
ness of  our  colored  Clergy,  teachers  and  people  to  respond 
to  our  efforts  for  the  extension  of  our  work  among  them, 
and  of  their  loyalty  to  the  Church  and  the  Diocese.  I 
think  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee  should  interest 
itself  more  in  this  work.  To  that  end  I  would  suggest 
that  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Colored  Work  be  made  an  ex 
officio  member  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee.  I 
call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  fact  that  on 
Trinity  Sunday  last,  I  ordered  three  colored  men  Deacons, 
a  notable  event  in  our  history,  and  those  three  were  the 
first  men  who  had  been  prepared  for  the  ministry  at  King 
Hall,  our  school  for  colored  theological  students. 

At  my  visitations  during  the  year  just  past  I  have,  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  Diocese,  issued  "  Visita- 
tion Articles  "  to  the  Clergy,  as  provided  in  the  Canon  of 
the  General  Convention.  I  have  found  them  useful  in 
many  cases,  and  calculated  to  make  the  visitation  of  the 
Bishop  of  more  real  value  to  the  Clergy  and  to  the  people. 
The  Bishop  has  for  so  long  a  time  ceased  to  exert  any  real 
influence  or  control  in  the  ordinary  life  and  work  of  the 
parish  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  that  the  assertion 
of  that  authority,  which  in  theory  our  Bishops  are  supposed 
to  possess,  is  perhaps  impracticable  at  present.  It  will 
surely  do  something,  however,  for  the  proper  influence  of 
the  Episcopate  and  for  the  breaking  up  of  our  present  con- 
gregational parochialism,  for  the  Bishop  to  acquaint   him- 
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self  thoroughly  with  the  actual  condition  of  things  in  each 
congregation  at  the  time  of  his  visitation.  I  have  found 
Vestries  usually  quite  ready  to  receive,  in  a  respectful  and 
responsive  spirit,  the  suggestions  I  have  felt  it  right  to 
make  in  regard  to  their  duties  and  responsibilities.  The 
Clergy  also  have  seemed  glad  to  give  me  all  the  informa- 
tion in  their  power.  I  must  say  again,  however,  that  the 
condition  of  the  parochial  Registers  and  other  records  is,  in 
many  of  our  parishes,  most  unsatisfactory;  and  I  have  not 
succeeded  in  making  those  Clei^gymen  who  are  responsible 
for  such  defective  records  feel  the  importance  of  the  matter 
as  I  feel  it.  The}^  seem  to  think  that  I  should  be  satisfied 
if  they  have  a  reasonably  good  excuse  for  the  condition  of 
the  Register,  and  that  an  assurance  that  they  intend  to  get 
their  records  into  a  better  condition  is  all  that  is  needed. 
I  am  forced  to  be  silent  under  such  circumstances,  but  I 
wish  to  say  impersonally,  and  w^ith  reference  to  no  one  in 
particular,  that  I  wish  the  Clergy  to  feel  that  there  can  be 
no  excuse  for  a  defective,  an  inaccurate,  or  a  slovenly 
Church  record;  and  that  they  must  amend  all  such  faults 
in  their  records  at  whatever  expense  of  time,  labor  and 
money. 

In  this  place  I  wish  to  thank  the  Clergy  and  laity  of  the 
Diocese  for  their  ready  and  generous  response  to  an  appeal 
which  I  issued  last  September  in  behalf  of  our  Diocesan 
Education  Fund.  I  received  at  one  time,  during  a  special 
visit  to  Salisbury,  four  postulants  from  Dr.  Murdoch's 
mission  field  in  Rowan  county.  One  of  these  has  since 
become  a  candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders.  Soon  afterwards 
I  admitted  two  very  promising  young  colored  men  as  postu- 
lants. The  necessity  of  aiding  these  young  men  in  their 
preparation  compelled  me  to  appeal  to  the  people  of  the 
Diocese.  They  answered  my  appeal  most  promptly  and 
satisfactorily.  Let  me  remind  you  that  I  need  the  same 
generous  help  continuously.  I  hereby  ask  every  Clergy- 
man of  the  Diocese  to  give  me  an  offering  for  this  fund 
before  January  1st,  1897,  and  I  ask  the  laity  to  remind 
their  pastors  of  this  request  and  to  let  them  see  that  the 
people  desire  an  opportunity  of  giving  to  this  cause. 

In  this  connection  I  have  to  report  to  the  Convention 
that,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  our  Convention  of 
1894,  I  presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  our  General 
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Theological  Seminary,  by  our  Diocesan  Trustee,  the  Rev 
Junius  M.  Homer,  a  Memorial  in  regard  to  the  North  Caro- 
lina Fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General 
Seminary.  No  formal  action  has  as  yet  been  taken,  but  I 
am  informed  by  the  Dean  of  the  Seminary  that  the  Com- 
mittee to  whom  our  Memorial  was  referred  are  of  opinion 
that  the  Board  cannot  grant  our  request. 

I  desire  to  inform  the  Convention  that  last  fall  I  renomi- 
nated as  the  beneficiary  of  this  fund  Mr.  Milton  A.  Bar- 
ber, a  candidate  for  Orders  of  East  Carolina.  We  had  at 
that  time  no  student  at  the  General  Seminary,  but  it  has 
always  been  my  conviction  that  East  Carolina  was  entitled 
to  a  participation  in  the  benefits  of  this  fund.  I  report 
this  matter  to  the  Convention  because  the  ultimate  right  of 
nomination  belongs  to  this  Convention,  and  not  to  the 
Bishop. 

In  passing  from  my  report  of  my  work  for  the  past  year 
to  the  general  conditions  and  necessities  of  the  work  con- 
fronting us  in  this  Convention  I  feel  obliged  to  pass  very 
briefly  over  some  matters  of  the  very  greatest  importance, 
because  they  will  be  fully  brought  out  in  our  subsequent 
proceedings,  and  do  not  need  to  be  pressed  upon  your 
attention  by  me  at  this  time. 

Our  Diocesan  Missionary  work  was  never,  I  believe,  in 
a  more  prosperous  and  hopeful  condition.  On  every  side 
we  have  openings  for  work,  and  good  returns  from  our 
labors.  Our  parishes  and  missions  are  better  supplied  than 
I  have  ever  known  them,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  general 
spirit  of  confidence  and  hope  among  Clergy  and  people. 
When  I  shall  have  been  relieved  of  the  care  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction  of  Asheville  I  look  forward  with  great 
interest  to  a  closer  and  more  personal  co-operation  with 
my  brethren  in  the  missionary  enterprises  of  the  Qiocese. 
This  whole  subject,  how^ever,  will  be  brought  before  this 
Convention  by  the  report  of  the  Executive  Missionary 
Committee,  and  I  therefore  say  no  more  here. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  work  of  those  noble  organiza- 
tions, the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  Brotherhood  of  St. 
Andrew  and  the  Daughters  of  the  King.  Much  of  that 
life  and  hopeful  forward  movement,  of  which  I  have  spoken, 
manifests  itself  in  the  work  of  these  societies,  which  are  not, 
in  fact,  separate  organizations,  but  the  same,  one  Church- 
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life  manifesting  itself  in  these  different  phases.  I  am  glad 
to  know  that  these  will  all  be  fully  set  forth  in  their  best 
aspect  during  our  stay  in  Charlotte.  I  shall  have  abund- 
ant opportunity  at  the  proper  time  to  express  my  interest 
in  their  work  and  my  appreciation  of  their  value  in  the 
Church. 

In  this  connection  I  have  the  best  opportunity  for  know- 
ing that  general  regret  and  sorrow  will  be  caused  by  the 
announcement  that  the  excellent  Diocesan  Secretary  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  feels  obliged  to  insist  that  I  shall 
accept  at  this  time  her  resign*ation.  A  year  ago  she  sent 
me  her  resignation,  to  take  effect  November  1,  1895.  At 
my  earnest  solicitation,  however,  she  has  continued  to  act 
up  to  the  present  time.  She  feels  unable  to  do  so  longer,  and 
I  yield  reluctantly  to  her  request.  I  will  not  endeavor  to 
do  justice  in  words  to  Mrs.  AVilkes'  work  during  the  ten 
years  past.  You  all  know  it  as  well  as  I  do.  In  behalf  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  I  tender  her  most  grateful 
acknowledgments  of  her  faithfulness,  zeal  and  efficiency. 

This  will  also,  I  trust,  be  a  great  Convention  for  the 
Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution.  It  hap- 
pened, as  we  say,  without  any  design  or  even  thought  on 
my  part,  and  in  fact  contrary  to  my  purpose,  that  the  year's 
work  which  I  am  now  reporting  began  with  a  visitation  of 
the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  the  consecration  of  the 
Chapel,  May  1st,  1895,  and  ended  with  a  visitation  of  the 
same  institution  on  the  30th  of  April,  1896.  This  may 
serve  to  represent  the  vital  importance  of  this  work  to  the 
Church.  There  was  never  a  more  blessed  work  done  in 
North  Carolina  than  that  of  this  institution.  He  who,  in 
one  sense,  though  unconsciously  and  without  design,  laid 
the  foundations  for  it,  has  of  late  been  devoting  himself 
most  unselfishly  and  zealously  to  arousing  our  people  to 
its  importance  and  its  claim  upon  us.  The  report  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  will  bring  this  whole  subject  before  us, 
and  a  special  time  will  be  appointed  for  its  full  discussion 
and  consideration. 

There  is  another  institution  of  the  Church  in  North  Caro- 
lina which  has  claims  upon  us  which  we  are  alway^s  glad 
to  acknowledge.  For  more  than  fifty  years  St.  Mary's 
School  has  done  a  work  for  the  Church  of  North  Carolina, 
not  to  speak   of  other  parts  of  the  country,  whose  impor- 
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tance  cannot  be  overestimated.  Probably  all  persons  at  all 
acquainted  with  our  history  will  agree  that  we  owe  more 
to  St.  Mary's  and  to  its  founder  than  to  the  work  of  any 
other  one  man.  The  time  has  come  when  we  should  not 
only  recognize  this  debt,  but  set  about  paying  it.  It  is 
becoming  more  and  more  evident  ever}^  year  that  no  unen- 
dowed school  can  maintain  itself  in  the  face  of  the  advan- 
tages offered  by  our  public  institutions.  It  is  idle  for  us  to 
repine  at  this.  We  must  accept  it  as  a  fact,  and  act  accord- 
ingly. If  St.  Mary's  is  to  remain  the  glory  of  the  Diocese, 
the  source  of  Christian  womanhood,  the  conservator  of  the 
best  and  the  most  gracious  qualities  of  our  social  and  reli- 
gious culture,  the  Churchmen  of  North  Carolina  must  rally 
to  the  support  of  the  faithful  and  generous  man  who 
worthily  occupies  the  place  of  his  noble  father,  and  hold  up 
his  hands  while  he  maintains  our  cause.  I  do  not  enter 
into  particulars.  I  only  ask  this  Convention  and  the 
Churchmen  of  the  State  at  large  to  take  the  matter  in  hand 
and  to  do  what  the  need  may  require. 

THE    MISSIONARY    JLJKISDICTION    OF    ASHEVILLE. 

The  General  Convention  of  1895  accepted  from  this 
Diocese  the  cession  of  territory  proposed  by  our  Conven- 
tion of  1895,  and  the  territory  so  ceded  has  been  erected 
into  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville.  Much  as 
we  all  regret  to  sever  ties  which  bind  us  to  our  brethren  of 
this  Jurisdiction,  me  must  recognize  this  as  a  step  forward  in 
the  life  and  work  of  the  Church  in  North  Carolina.  In 
this  conviction  w^e  thank  God  and  take  courage.  But  this 
fact  of  our  present  condition  raises  some  most  important 
questions,  which  we  must  now  consider.  And  as  much  as 
I  dislike  to  extend  the  limits  of  this  Address,  I  yet  feel  that 
our  business  will  probably  be  expedited  in  the  end  by  a 
somewhat  full  statement  of  the  case.  Pardon  me,  therefore, 
should  I  seem  a  little  tedious. 

The  Bishop  and  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee 
have  been  forced  into  a  course  of  action,  with  reference  to 
the  work  in  the  Jurisdiction  which,  while  beyond  their 
canonical  powers,  they  feel  sure  will  commend  itself  to  this 
Convention  as  the  only  course  possible  under  the  circum- 
stances. With  very  few  exceptions  the  Clergy  of  the  Juris- 
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diction  had  been  dependent  for  their  meager  support  upon 
the  missionary  funds  of  the  Diocese.  To  have  cut  them 
off  last  October  would  have  caused  distress  and  suffering 
to  them  and  loss  to  the  work  of  the  Church,  which  we  can- 
not estimate.  At  my  earnest  request,  therefore,  our  Com- 
mittee resolved  that  the  appropriations  to  the  work  in 
the  Jurisdiction  should  continue  as  before,  upon  the 
understanding  that  the  parishes  and  congregations  of 
the  Jurisdiction  would  continue  their  regular  contributions 
to  our  several  diocesan  funds.  This  proposition  of  our  Com- 
mittee w^as  promptly  and  cheerfully  accepted  by  the  Con- 
vocation of  Asheville,  at  its  first  session,  November  12th 
and  13th,  1895,  and  this  has  been  the  arrangement  main- 
tained up  to  the  present  time. 

This,  however,  cannot  continue.  The  Board  of  Mana- 
gers of  our  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions  will  probably 
make  separate  appropriations  to  the  Diocese  and  the  Juris- 
diction for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  September  1st,  1896, 
and  as  we  hope  that  very  soon  thereafter  a  Bishop  will  be 
consecrated  for  Asheville,  it  is  probably  the  part  of  wisdom 
and  prudence  to  look  forward  to  a  complete  separation  of 
administration  beginning  September  1st.  Even  in  the  con- 
tingency of  the  Jurisdiction  remaining  under  the  care  of 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  longer  than  we  have  anticipated, 
yet  its  administration  must  be  conformed  to  the  facts  of 
the  situation.  Unless  therefore  the  Convention  should  dis- 
approve of  our  course,  I  shall  urge  the  Committee  to 
continue  the  same  arrangement  until  October  1st,  but  no 
longer. 

In  contemplating  this  separation  in  the  administration 
of  our  missionary  work,  we  are  reminded  of  the  necessity 
of  taking  steps  for  the  conveyance  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  of  Asheville  of  the  property  within  that  Jurisdic- 
tion now  held,  as  to  the  legal  title,  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  but  held  for  the  benefit  of  local  congregations  or 
institutions.  Such  property  should  be  conveyed  to  the 
Trustees  who  have  been  chosen  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Convocation  of  the  Jurisdiction.  The  means  by  which  this 
transfer  should  be  accomplished  can  best  be  devised  by  the 
legal  members  of  this  Convention..  I  will,  however,  ven- 
ture to  remind  them  that  the  Diocese  has  investments 
within  the  limits  of  the  Jurisdiction  not  belonging  to  local

congregations  or  institutions;  and  that  such  a  general  deed 
of  conveyance  of  all  the  property  held  by  our  Trustees 
within  the  several  counties  composing  the  Jurisdiction 
might,  if  not  carefully  guarded,  prejudice  our  proper  dio- 
cesan interests. 

Another  question  of  property  affords  more  room  for  dif- 
ferences of  opinion,  and  should  be  dealt  with  by  this  Con- 
vention in  a  spirit  of  greatest  fairness  and  generosity. 

The  Diocese  owns  a  very  valuable  property  in  the  city  of 
Asheville,  commonly  known  as  the  Kavenscroft  property. 
As  misapprehension  exists  in  the  minds  of  many  persons 
as  to  our  diocesan  interest  in  this  property,  and  as  some 
have  supposed  that  we  have  no  power  to  dispose  of  it,  I 
may  state  for  the  information  of  the  Convention  that  I  had 
looked  carefully  into  this  matter,  and  had  taken  the  advice 
of  eminent  lawyers  upon  the  chief  points  involved  long 
before  the  present  state  of  things  had  been  anticipated,  and 
with  reference  to  entirely  different  questions.  The  facts  of 
the  case  are  substantially  as  follows : 

Very  soon  after  Bishop  Atkinson's  consecration  a  move- 
ment was  made  in  the  Convention  for  the  establishment  of 
a  Diocesan  School  for  Boys.  It  was  determined  to  establish 
it  at  Pittsboro,  and  the  Rev.  Jarvis  Buxton  was  chosen 
principal  of  the  school.  The  people  of  Asheville,  unwill- 
ing to  give  up  Mr.  Buxton,  proposed  that  the  school  should 
be  established  in  Asheville,  and  offered  to  aid  the  enter- 
prise upon  this  condition.  This  was  done,  and  a  subscrip- 
tion (alleged  to  have  amounted  to  thirteen  or  fourteen 
hundred  dollars)  was  made  in  Asheville  towards  the  pur- 
chase of  lands,  etc.  The  property  in  question,  about  thir- 
teen acres,  was  bought  and  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese.  The  Asheville  subscribers,  however,  stipulated 
that  if  the  property  should  cease  to  be  used  for  a  school  it 
should  be  sold,  and  their  money  refunded  to  them,  incor- 
porating this  condition  in  the  deed,  and  providing  that  the 
amounts  to  be  thus  repaid  should  be  ascertained  by  a  list 
of  the  names  of  the  subscribers,  with  the  sums  severally 
given,  which  list  was  to  be  recorded  along  with  the  deed. 
I  am  advised  by  those  learned  in  the  law  that  the  effect  of 
this  stipulation  is  to  make  the  deed  a  mortgage  upon  the 
property  to  that  extent,  and  that  upon  the  happening  of 
the  specified  contingency  the  Diocese  would  be  liable  to 
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the  extent  of  the  value  of  the  property  for  the  sums  so 
recorded,  and  for  no  others;  and  that,  subject  to  this  encum- 
brance, the  Diocese  owns  the  property  in  fee-simple.  To 
conclude  this  part  of  the  subject,  it  should  be  added  that 
no  list  of  names  and  amounts  was  recorded,  as  provided  in 
the  deed,  so  that  there  is  no  legal  claim  against  the  prop- 
ert}''  on  this  account,  and  it  is  probably  impossible  at  this 
time  to  ascertain  with  any  exactness  the  names  of  the  con- 
tributors or  the  sums  subscribed.  If  I  am  correctly 
informed,  this  disposes  of  any  legal  claim  under  the  deed, 
and  clears  the  title  to  the  property.  But  in  my  judgment 
the  Diocese  should  hold  itself  ready  to  repay  the  amounts 
subscribed  to  any  parties,  whose  claim  should  be  estab- 
lished, and  who  should  require  it,  in  case  the  property 
should  cease  to  be  used  as  a  school. 

Upon  the  property  thus  acquired  the  Diocese  has  spent 
considerable  sums  of  money  in  improvements.  This  money 
was  raised  in  all  parts  of  the  Diocese  and  in  other  Dioceses. 
My  father  obtained  from  one  of  his  parishoners  a  single 
gift  of  two  thousand  dollars,  mentioned  by  Bishop  Atkin- 
son in  his  address  of  1863.  The  money  raised  in  other 
places  was  given  unconditionally  to  the  Church,  with  no 
stipulation  for  repayment,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Asheville 
subscriptions.  This  property,  therefore,  belongs  to  the 
Diocese  of  Xorth  Carolina,  to  be  used  for  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  such  manner  as  this  Convention  may  choose  to 
order :  such,  at  least,  is  my  understanding  of  its  legal  and 
equitable  status. 

This,  however,  is,  in  my  judgment,  subject  to  a  very  impor- 
tant qualification  or  limitation.  A  friend  of  Bishop  Lyman 
supplied  the  funds  with  w^hich  he  had  erected  upon  this 
property  the  building  known  as  Shoenberger  Hall  as  a  per- 
manent home  for  the  Ravenscroft  Associate  Mission  and 
Training  School.  Though  there  has  been  no  action  by  this 
Convention  or  by  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravenscroft, 
declaring  this  a  local  institution,  yet  I  cannot  help  feeling 
that  both  Bishop  Atkinson  and  Bishop  Lyman  intended  it 
to  be  a  permanent  institution  for  the  special  benefit  of  that 
mountain  section  which  has  now  become  the  Jurisdiction 
of  Asheville,  and  I  think  we  should  respect  that  intention 
and  carry  out  the  purpose  of  our  departed  Bishops.  The 
same  considerations  apply  with  even  greater  force  to  the 
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endowment  left  by  Bishop  Atkinson  for  the  support  of  this 
institution.  In  my  judgment  it  should  go  with  Shoen- 
berger  Hall  to  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville. 
The  Hix  Fund,  being  the  bequest  of  a  lady  specially  inter- 
ested in  the  AVatauga  and  Linville  section,  and  intended 
primarily,  by  an  express  direction  of  her  will,  for  missions 
in  that  locality,  should,  it  seems  to  me,  go  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Jurisdiction  for  missionary  work  under  the  direction 
of  the  Bishop. 

I  therefore  recommend  to  this  Convention  that  it  direct 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  convey  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville  the  building  known  as 
Shoenberger  Hall,  with  the  land  whereon  it  stands,  and  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  land  adjacent  thereto  for  the  conve- 
nient use  and  occupation  thereof  for  all  its  intended  pur- 
poses, and  that  they  further  convey  and  assign  to  the  same 
Trustees  the  securities  and  other  property  in  their  hands 
constituting  what  are  known  as  the  Ravenscroft  Endow^- 
ment  Fund  and  the  Hix  Fund,  subject  to  the  same  trusts 
under  which  they  are  now  held  by  the  Trustees  of  this 
Diocese. 

I  further  recommend  that  all  legislation  by  this  Conven- 
tion creating  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Ravenscroft  Associate 
Mission  and  Training  School  be  rescinded  and  the  said 
Board  of  Fellows  abolished.  In  this  event  the  Convention 
should  appoint  some  committee  to  have  control  of  the 
Ravenscroft  School  proper,  w^ith  the  land  adjoining,  to 
make  such  disposition  thereof  as  the  Convention  may 
direct.  It  would  seem  proper  also  that  Bishop  Ravens- 
croft's  robes  and  books,  heretofore  deposited  in  this  institu- 
tion by  the  order  of  the  Convention,  should  be  returned,  with 
any  other  articles  of  a  like  character,  being  the  property  of 
the  Diocese. 

I  may  add  that  Commissioners  have  been  appointed  on 
behalf  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville  to  confer  with  the 
authorities  of  this  Diocese  in  regard  to  these  questions  of 
property,  and  it  is  presumed  that  they  will  be  in  attendance 
upon  the  session  of  this  Convention.  A  committee  should 
be  appointed  to  meet  with  them,  and  to  take  into  consider- 
ation at  the  earliest  practicable  moment  the  interesting  and 
important  questions  at  issue. 
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THE  PROVINCE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

A  committee  has  also  been  appointed  by  the  Convoca- 
tion of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  to  enter  into  a  corre- 
spondence with  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  East 
Carolina  upon  the  important  subject  of  organizing  "The 
Province  of  North  Carolina."  As  at  present  there  are  not 
three  Dioceses  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  our  case  does 
not  come  within  the  terms  of  the  existing  canon  of  the 
General  Convention.  We  may,  however,  hope  that  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Asheville  will  soon  develop  into  a  Diocese; 
and  though  before  that  time  any  union  between  the  three 
bodies  would  have  no  constitutional  or  canonical  sanction, 
it  might  be  effective  for  many  purposes  in  our  actual  work. 
The  union  of  the  Church  within  this  entire  Common- 
wealth, in  a  visible  organic  body,  giving  an  undivided 
witness  to  the  truth,  would  exert  a  powerful  moral  influ- 
ence. When  thirteen  years  ago  the  Diocese  of  East  Caro- 
lina was  erected  there  was  a  strong  undercurrent  of  oppo- 
sition to  the  movement,  extending  far  beyond  the  borders  of 
our  own  communion.  If  I  mistake  not,  the  late  Governor 
Vance,  with  other  prominent  men,  not  Churchmen,  felt 
and  expressed  this  opposition.  We  have  experienced  the 
same  thing  more  recently  in  connection  with  the  erection 
of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville.  Why  should  persons, 
ordinarily  indiff'erent  to  our  affairs,  have  been  so  much 
concerned  about  those  particular  matters?  I  am  persuaded 
that  this  feeling  had  its  origin  in  a  desire  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  all  unifying  influences  throughout  the  State  as  a 
whole.  These  men  disliked  to  see  our  institutions  conter- 
minious  with  the  State,  breaking  up  into  smaller  bodies, 
and  so  losing  its  unifying  power.  Many  thoughtful  per- 
sons have  felt  that  the  many  calamities  of  the  war  of 
1861-'65,  have  been  largely  counterbalanced  by  the  good  it 
accomplished  in  producing  among  the  people  of  North 
Carolina  a  feeling  of  oneness  which  they  had  not  in  the 
same  degree  known  before.  Though  the  Churchmen  of 
North  Carolina  be  few  in  number,  yet  the  Church  in  our 
history  has  occupied  a  position  of  singular  influence  in 
some  respects.  Its  union  throughout  the  entire  State  was 
unconsciously  appreciated  by  many  as  a  unifying  as  well 
as  an  enlightening  power.     For  ni}^  own  part,  I  was  never 
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able  to  understaDcl  this  feeling  of  opposition  to  our  ecclesi- 
astical policy  in  the  minds  of  many  men  wholly  indifferent 
to  our  proceedings,  as  a  general  rule,  until  the  foregoing 
considerations  were  suggested  to  my  mind  by  a  conversa- 
tion with  one  of  the  most  sagacious  men  of  this  State, 
whom  I  had  never  known  to  have  any  special  interest  in 
any  other  matter  of  our  diocesan  policy.  Time  and  obser- 
vation have  confirmed  me  in  this  explanation  of  the  feel- 
ing referred  to;  and  I  am  thoroughly  satisfied  that  any- 
thing which  to  the  public  mind  will  seem  to  draw  together 
these  divided  parts  and  give  them  a  visible  unity  will  be 
received  with  hearty  commendation  by  all  Churchmen, 
and  also  by  many  who  are  not  of  our  immediate  household. 
I  trust,  therefore,  that  this  Convention  will  appoint  a 
committee  to  confer  with  the  committee  from  Asheville, 
and  with  a  like  committee  which  we  may  hope  will  be 
appointed  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  to 
consider  how  we  may  begin  the  good  work  of  drawing 
together  our  separated  bodies,  and,  while  retaining  the 
great  advantages  of  close  Episcopal  supervision  and  more 
effective  local  organization,  of  regaining  that  influence 
and  that  moral  power  which  comes  from  the  spectacle  of 
an  organization  representing  the  Church  throughout  our 
entire  Commonwealth. 

Several  departments  of  our  work  might,  with  advantage, 
be  under  the  direction  and  patronage  of  some  simple  organi- 
zation representing  the  three  existing  Jurisdictions.  The 
interests  of  St.  Mary's  School,  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage, 
of  St.  Augustine's  School,  might  well  occupy  the  attention 
of  the  Provincial  Synod..  And  if  we  had  thus  the  means 
of  concentrating  the  interest  and  support  of  the  Church 
throughout  the  State  in  behalf  of  works  undertaken  by 
such  a  common  authority,  something  might  be  done  to 
foster  and  develop  other  needed  institutions.  The  excellent 
school  for  boys,  maintained  for  years  past  at  Chocowinity, 
formerly  by  Dr.  Hughes,  now  by  a  son  who  is  his  worthy 
successor,  and  Dr.  Murdoch's  school  at  Salisbury,  might 
be  helped  to  supply  our  long-felt  want.  Other  things 
present  themselves  to  my  mind,  but  need  not  be  enlarged 
upon  at  present.  I  hope  that  this  Convention  may  at  least 
make  a  beginning  towards  preparing  the  way  for  ''The 
Province  of  North  Carolina." 
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I  am  requested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Public  Charities  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  to  the  great  need  of  their  ministrations  in  our  penal 
and  charitable  institutions.  The  State  makes  no  provision 
for  chaplains  for  our  public  institutions,  and  this  want 
must  be  supplied  by  the  voluntary  services  of  our  ministers 
and  faithful  laymen.  And  while  the  duty  is  probably  not 
w^iolly  neglected  in  the  case  of  the  larger  general  asylums 
and  of  the  Penitentiary  at  Raleigh,  our  county  gaols  and 
alms-houses  enjoy  for  the  most  part  but  infrequent  and 
wholly  insufficient  ministrations.  I  was  much  impressed 
at  the  meeting  in  Asheville  last  November  by  the  appeal 
made  to  the  Convocation  by  a  devout  layman  of  that  city 
on  behalf  of  this  very  class  of  unfortunates.  I  commend 
the  subject  most  earnestly  to  the  members  of  this  Conven- 
tion. The  Church  has  provided  a  service  for  the  Visitation 
of  Prisoners,  and  though  it  is  not  often  practicable  for  us 
to  use  this  service,  at  least  in  its  entirety,  yet  it  testifies  to 
us  of  our  duty.  I  shall  hereafter  make  the  performance  of 
this  duty  a  matter  of  inquiry  in  my  visitations  through 
the  Diocese. 

In  this  connection  I  venture  a  suggestion  to  our  public 
authorities,  and  I  request  the  co-operation  of  our  laymen 
in  making  the  suggestion  effective,  should  it  meet  their 
approval.  In  many  respects  the  inmates  of  our  poor- 
houses  are  most  deserving  of  our  sympathy  and  kindly 
offices.  Now  it  often  happens  that  the  county  poor-house 
is  situated  in  some  remote  and  inaccessible  quarter,  so  that 
it  is  not  only  difficult  for  the  charitibly  disposed  to  get  to 
it,  but  it  is  almost  wholly  removed  from  public  observation. 
It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  an  unmixed  evil.  We  have  to 
entrust  these  feeble  and  helpless  folk  to  the  care  of  persons 
not  always  of  the  best  character  or  the  most  humane  temper. 

We  should  at  least  put  them  where  they  will  be  in  some 
degree  under  the  eye  of  the  most  intelligent  and  charitable 
part  of  the  community.  And  besides  this  consideration  of 
mere  justice  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  their  condition 
would  be  in  many  w^ays  improved  if  they  could  be  conven- 
iently reached  by  those  disposed  to  follow  the  example  and 
precept  of  the  Master  in  visiting  and  ministering  to  them. 
The  additional  cost  of  land  a  little  nearer  the  county  towm 
is  not  for  a  moment  to  be  considered   in  comparison  wdth 
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the  greater  safety  of  having  these  houses  subjected  to  the 
stimuhiting  intiuence  of  the  public  eye  and  conscience,  and 
the  benefits  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  unfortunate,  but  often 
worthy,  inmates  from  the  more  ready  access  to  them  of  their 
friends  and  Christian  brethren. 

And  now,  brethren,  I  ask  your  indulgence  for  the  length 
of  this  Address,  and  your  pardon  for  its  faults  of  whatever 
kind.  When  I  look  over  the  field  in  which  (lod  has  called 
us  to  labor,  I  feel  appalled  by  my  own  insufficiency,  and  I 
see  my  condemnation  in  work  upon  every  side  which 
I  have  not  done.  There  seem  to  me  great  opportunities 
spread  out  before  us.  Let  us  all  join  together  in  prayer  to 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  will  not  only  send  forth 
laborers  into  His  harvest,  but  that  He  will  give  greater 
faith  and  love  and  endurance  to  those  whom  He  has 
already  sent,  and  make  them  realize  the  responsibility  laid 
upon  them,  and  give  themselves  more  unreservedly  to  His 
work.  It  is  God  Who  worketh  in  us  both  to  will  and  to  do 
of  His  good  pleasure.  May  He  be  with  us  here  and  now% 
and  by  us  accomplish  His  good  purposes  for  His  Church 
and  for  the  world.

REPORTS  OF  THE  DEANS  OF  CONVOCATIONS. 

Dean  of  Tarboro. 

We  have  had  two  meetings  since  last  Convention,  one  at  Tarboro  and 
one  at  Battleboro.  At  the  former  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Phelps  was  elected 
Evangelist  of  the  Convocation,  and  he  has  been  serving  acceptably  in 
that  capacity  since  October  1st.  All  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations 
within  the  limits  of  the  Convocation  are  now  supplied  with  regular 
ministrations  with  the  exception  of  Jackson  and  Rocky  Mount,  and  on 
the  whole  the  field  is  in  a  very  encouraging  condition.

Dean  of  Raleigh. 

The  Convocation  of  Raleigh  has  met  but  once  within  the  year,  a 
second  meeting  having  proved  impracticable. 

Its  members  assembled  in  Raleigh,  December  3d,  and  transacted  the 
usual  business,  attending  also  the  very  edifying  mission  held  in  the  Pro- 
Cathedral  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  E.  A.  Bradley,  of  New  York.

Robert  B.  Sutton,  D.D.,  so  long  the  honored  Dean  of  the  Convocation, 
whose  wise  words  and  gentle  spirit  made  helpful  to  us  all  the  proceed- 
ings of  our  gatherings.  May  his  intercessions  in  Paradise  avail,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  for  the  obtaining  of  further  blessing  upon  our  work  and 
for  its  increased  efficiency.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRIXCIPAL  OF  ST.  AUGUSTINE'S  SCHOOL, 
RALEIGH,  X.  C. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  11  teachers  and  225  students, 
with,  we  trust,  a  continued  improvement  in  discipline. 

The  new  chapel  was  begun  in  July  and  has  been  brought  to  a  success- 
ful completion.  It  is  almost  paid  for  and  ready  for  consecration.  The 
stone  for  the  foundation  came  largely  from  our  own  grounds.  The  walls 
are  of  Ridge  way  granite  and  the  rock  face  shows  on  the  inside  of  the 
chapel,  which  is  provided  with  Baptismal  Pool  as  well  as  with  stone  Font. 
The  design  was  given  by  Mr.  Silas  McBee,  and  the  effort  has  been  to 
make  the  interior  thoroughly  simple  but  thoroughly  churchly. 

The  corner-stone  of  a  Library  building  was  laid  by  the  Bishop  on 
April  20th,  and  the  building  is  now  being  erected  by  means  of  a  gift  of 
$1,000  from  a  Christian  woman  of  Brooklyn. 

A  building  for  industrial  work,  40x48  feet,  is  also  now  under  construc- 
tion. 

The  year  has  been  marked  not  only  by  these  special  gifts  (while  the 
constant  financial  struggle  goes  on),  but  also  by  the  beginning  of  an 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  this  Diocese  to  aid  this 
work  of  the  Church.  We  are  very  grateful  for  this  recognition  on  the 
part  of  Southern  women  of  the  Church  for  this  work  of  the  Church 
among  colored  people. 

The  Reverend  R.  B.  Sutton,  D.D.,  connected  with  the  school  for  eleven 

years  as  Principal  and  Vice- Principal,   died   on  March  7,    1896.     The 

students  felt  they  had  lost  a  faithful  friend,  endeared  to  them  by  many 

kindnesses,  and  the  Diocese  has  lost  a  faithful  priest,  whose  memory  is 

cherished,  after  many  years  in  the   Parishes  in  which  he  ministered. 

The  students  and  teachers  of  the  school  will  make  one  of  the  windows 

of  the  new  chapel  a  memorial  to  him.

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  FOR  WORK  AMONG 
COLORED  PEOPLE. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  Jr.,  D.D., 

BisJiop  of  JVorth  Carolina: 

Since  my  last  report  1  have  visited  all  the  Missions  in  the  Diocese 
under  my  charge  but  one,  and  have  found  the  work  going  on  steadily, 
and  the  Clergy  and  lay-workers  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

I  have,  since  my  last  report,  baptized  twenty-five  persons,  celebrated 
the  Holy  Eucharist  seventy  times  publicly  and  three  times  privately, 
preached  seventy-nine  times  and  made  twenty-four  addresses,  solemnized 
one  marriage,  and  visited  eleven  schools. 
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The  staff  of  the  colored  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  and  what  is  now  the 
Missionary  District  of  Asheville  has  been  increased  to  eight,  four  Priests 
and  four  Deacons,  and  the  number  of  white  Clergy  has  been  reduced  by 
the  lamented  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sutton.  The  whole  number  of 
Clergy  wholly  employed  in  this  work  is  ten,  and  the  lay-workers  remain 
the  same  as  last  year.  No  new  Mission  Station  has  been  opened  and  but 
one  new  school  has  been  undertaken. 

Three  Deacons  were  ordained  in  June  last,  and  have  been  assigned  to 
work  as  follows:  the  Rev.  J.  E.  King  to  the  charge  of  St.  Ambrose 
Church,  Raleigh;  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Bailey  to  St.  Philip's  Chapel,  Moore 
county,  and  the  Rev.  E.  L.  Henderson  to  Morganton  and  Lincolnton. 
These  three  had  their  training  at  King  Hall,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Parish  of  St.  Augustine's,  Raleigh,  has,  at  the  request  of  the  Prin- 
cipal of  St.  Augustine's  School,  been  taken  from  under  his  care,  and  has 
been  placed  in  cliarge  of  Mr.  King,  under  the  direction  of  the  Arch- 
deacon. The  students  of  the  school  who  formerly  attended  St.  Augus- 
tine's Church  have  now  their  own  chapel  on  the  grounds  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  the  name  of  St.  Augustine's  Parish  has  been  changed  to  that 
of  St.  Ambrose  to  prevent  confusion.  Mr.  King  has  opened  a  parochial 
school  in  connection  with  his  work.  This  is  a  new  enterprise,  and  prom- 
ises good  results.  The  school  rapidly  increased  in  numbers  since  it 
opened  in  October,  and  there  are  indications  of  its  increased  usefulness 
in  the  future. 

Mr.  Bailey  has  been  carrying  on  the  somewhat  difficult  work  at  St. 
Philip's  and  St.  Monica's  Mission  in  Moore  county.  The  property  con- 
nected with  this  charge  comprises  St.  Philip's  Chapel  and  Mission-house, 
with  out-buildings  and  an  acre  of  land,  and  St.  Monica's  Chapel,  five 
miles  distant,  with  thirty  and  a  half  acres  of  land.  This  latter  tract  is 
fairly  good  land,  with  much  wood  upon  it.  The  first  Episcopal  visitation 
was  made  to  tliis  Mission  in  December,  when  twenty-three  persons  were 
confirmed.     Mr.  Bailey  has  been  in  charge  since  the  middle  of  June. 

Mr.  HenTlerson  was,  upon  his  ordination,  put  in  charge  of  St.  Stephen's, 
Morganton,  and  St.  Cyprian's,  Lincolnton,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Rectors  of  those  Parishes,  and  he  has  been  ministering  very  acceptably 
to  the  people.  He  was  three  months  absent  this  year  on  leave,  at  King 
Hall,  prosecuting  his  studies.  Although  this  charge  is  not  within  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  I  have,  in  common  with  other  Missions 
in  the  Missionary  District,  continued  to  visit  it.  On  my  visit  in  April  I 
found  the  work  in  both  places  doing  favorably.  We  should  certainly 
have  a  mission  school  at  Lincolnton. 

I  beg  to  mention  the  work  at  Littleton,  which  is  perhaps  the  youngest 
of  our  Missions.  Littleton  is  located  in  the  midst  of  the  densest  popula- 
tion of  blacks  in  the  Diocese,  and  is  excellently  adapted  for  a  centre  for 
industrial  training.     The  school  chapel  which  I  reported  as  built  last 
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year  has  been  finished  and  occupied  for  school  and  worshijj.  Mr.  Virgil 
Bond  is  still  carrjdng  on  a  very  hopeful  work  here,  and  is  getting  a 
strong  hold  upon  the  confidence  of  his  people.  AVhat  he  wants  is 
accommodation  sufficient  to  lodge  the  young  men  who  are  anxious  to 
come  from  the  surrounding  country  for  instruction,  and  also  sufficient 
land  to  make  the  labor,  which  they  are  willing  to  give,  available  for 
their  support,  as  well  as  for  the  training  it  will  give  in  industry  and 
economy.  The  attendance  at  this  school  has  somewhat  increased  the 
past  year  in  the  face  of  much  opposition,  and  it  is  no  longer  an  experi- 
ment. 

The  Missions  at  Louisburg  and  Warrenton  are  still  under  the  care  of 
Rev.  H.  B.  Delany,  who  visits  them  once  a  month.  Since  last  report  the 
mortgage  on  the  church  in  Louisburg  has  been  cancelled,  and  the  prop- 
erty is  free  from  incumbrance,  and  has  been  deeded  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese.  A  school-house  has  been  erected  or  is  in  process  of  erection 
at  Louisburg,  of  which,  however,  no  report  has  been  made  to  me.  At 
both  these  places  the  schools  have  been  kept  for  a  period  of  eight 
months.  I  have  visited  them  from  time  to  time  and  found  them  pro- 
gressing, although  there  is  much  room  for  improvement.  They  have 
been  hindered  by  want  of  proper  accommodation.  This  has,  however, 
been  obviated  by  enlarging  the  school-room  in  \yarrenton  and  by  build- 
ing in  Louisburg. 

The  Chapel  of  St.  Luke  in  Warren  county  has  been  visited  by  me  once 
a  month,  except  when  I  have  made  use  of  the  services  of  Mr.  V.  X. 
Bond  as  lay-reader.  The  congregation  here  is  small,  but  their  interest 
has  not  abated,  and  the  influence  of  our  services  is  making  itself  felt 
among  the  surrounding  people.  The  Mission  is  solely  under  my  charge, 
and  I  am  unable  to  give  it  sufficient  attention. 

St.  James'  Chapel,  Pittsboro,  is  also  under  my  sole  charge,  and  conse- 
quently has  insufficient  attention.  I  have  visited  it  as  frequently  as 
other  engagements  would  permit;  and  a  school  has  been  kept  the  past 
year  for  seven  months.  I  should  recommend  that,  if  possible,  a  Deacon 
should  be  put  in  charge  of  the  work  at  this  point,  and  also  take  in  hand 
that  at  Moncure,  which  has  been  begun  by  Mr.  Albert  J.  Council.  Mr. 
Council  has  kept  school  here  for  several  months  during  the  past  year 
and  has  been  successful  in  holding  a  large  number  of  children  together. 
The  want  of  accommodation  has  been  the  drawback,  but  he  is  about  to 
build  a  house  which  will  answer  the  purposes  of  school  and  chapel. 
The  promise  is  very  good  for  a  Mission  here. 

The  work  on  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Asheville,  has  been  advanced 
during  the  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  roof  will  be  put  on  this  sum- 
mer. The  faithful  Priest  in  charge  has  been  successful  in  raising  money 
for  this  purpose  both  from  his  own  people,  who  have  given  well,  and 
from  others.     This  church  will  be  a  noble  structure. 
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At  Charlotte  the  scliool  has  been  large  the  past  year  and  has  continued 
its  useful  work  as  in  the  past.  They  are  still  endeavoring  to  raise  money 
for  the  completion  of  St.  Michael's,  and  are  succeeding  in  some  measure. 
A  conference  of  the  workers  among  the  colored  people  was  held  in  Char- 
lotte in  November  last  and  was  productive  of  much  interest  and  profit  to 
the  work.  It  met  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop,  and  for  two  days  was  engaged 
in  discussing  subjects  of  interest.  Several  admirable  papers  were  read 
on  parochial  schools  which  provoked  much  profitable  discussion  on  this 
most  important  subject.  In  consequence  of  this  discussion  a  Committee 
was  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  Educational  work  of  the 
Diocese  and  to  draft  a  scheme  for  its  consolidation  and  to  reduce  the 
instruction  in  all  the  schools  to  a  uniform  system.  This  Committee  has 
prepared  its  report,  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Bishop,  and  awaits 
his  action.  This  scheme,  or  some  modification  of  it,  it  is  hoped,  will  be 
put  into  operation  in  the  near  future. 

At  Tarboro  and  Wilson  useful  and  encouraging  work  has  been  done. 
The  tower  and  spire  of  the  church  in  Tarboro  has  been  completed  by 
the  diligence  of  the  people,  and  a  comfortable  and  convenient  school- 
room has  been  added  to  the  school  building.  In  Wilson  an  effort  is 
being  made  to  erect  a  school  building.  Heretofore  the  school  has  been 
carried  on  in  a  rented  room. 

I  have  visited  the  school  at  Lenoir,  still  carried  on  by  Miss  Caison, 
and  found  the  results  of  faithful  and  etRcient  teaching.  I  have  not  been 
able,  as  I  hoped,  to  have  stated  services  provided  for  this  place,  and  I 
trust  the  Missionary  District  of  Asheville  will  give  attention  to  this  and 
other  points  within  its  borders. 

The  report  of  the  Principal  of  St.  Augustine's  School,  as  well  as  that 
of  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  will  be  before 
you  and  will  make  a  report  from  me  unnecessary.  I  believe  the  man- 
agement of  both  institutions  to  be  faithfully  administered,  and  that  they 
have  increased  in  usefulness. 

It  is  a  source  of  deep  anxiety  that  this  work  is  so  little  extended 
throughout  the  Diocese,  and  that  so  little  interest  is  taken  in  it  by  the 
Clergy  and  people  of  the  Diocese.  If  the  Parishes  as  well  as  the  Dio- 
cese would  adopt  it  as  their  own  legitimate  work,  which  it  is  for  their 
best  interest  to  do,  and  would  look  upon  it  as  a  missionary  work  of  para- 
mount obligation,  much  could  and  w^ould  be  done.  Its  importance  has 
not  been  adequately  considered  by  the  Diocese  as  a  factor  in  its  life,  and 
until  this  impetus  shall  be  given  to  it  we  cannot  expect  wide-spread 
results. 

I  submit  herewith  a  table  of  statistics  from  which  are  omitted  the  Mis- 
sions within  the  Missionary  District  of  Asheville.

This  is  the  first  time  the  Hospital  has  closed  the  year's  accounts  in 
debt.  But  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  has,  of  course, 
increased  the  expenses,  while  the  sources  of  income  have  not  kept  pace 
with  the  needs.  Comparison  of  expenses  with  the  number  of  days'  care 
of  patients  shows  the  cost  of  each  one  per  day  to  be  seventy-six  cents, 
which  includes  board,  nursing,  medicines  and  everything. 

The  great  increase  in  the  work  necessitates  an  addition  to  the  accom- 
modations. A  two-story  building  with  fifteen  rooms  is  now  being  erected 
in  front  of  the  present  house.  A  part  of  the  necessary  fund  has  been 
raised,  and  the  Managers  hope  and  pray  that  the  rest  will  be  given. 

This  Hospital  has  always  been  supported  entirely  by  the  people  of 
Charlotte,  and  only  building  funds  have  to  be  asked  for.

A   trained   nurse   has  now   been  secured  as  Matron,  and  a  training 
school  for  colored  nurses  is  to  be  begun. 

An  addition  to  the  building  and  a  properly  equipped  operating-room 
are  greatly  needed.

CANONICAL  NOTICE  OF  PROPOSED  CHANGES 
IN  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CHURCH 
AND  IN  THE  BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER. 


THE  GENERAL  COXVEXTIOX  OF  THE  PROTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution, 
I  would  hereby  make  known  that  the  following  alterations  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Church  are  proposed:  to-wit,  those  comprised  in  the 
resolutions  subjoined,  said  resolutions  having  been  constitutionally 
adopted  by  a  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
held  in  the  City  of  Minneapols,  Minnesota,  in  October,  A.  D.  1895,  to-wit: 

First. — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  houses  of  the  Conven- 
tion {vide  Journal  pages  30,  3i,  222) 

Resolved,  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses 
in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  Gen- 
eral Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the 
Constitution: 

Strike  out  the  Title  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"  Constitutions  and  Canons  for  the  Government  of  that  Portion  of  the 
Catholic  Church  known  in  Law  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America";  adding  thereto  the  subtitle,  "Consti- 
tutions. ' ' 

Second. — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Conven- 
tion {vide  Journal  pages  142,  143,  144,  325,  326,  327) 

Resolved,  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses 
in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Artice  9  of  the  Con- 
stitution: 

Insert  in  place  of  Articles  1,  2  and  3  of  the  Constitution  the  following: 

CONSTITUTIONS. 
I. 
Section  1.     There  shall  be  a  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  con- 
sisting of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,    which 
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Houses  shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately,  and  in  all  deliberations  free- 
dom of  debate  sliall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and  pro- 
pose legislation,  but  every  act  of  the  General  Convention  must  be 
adopted  by  both  Houses,  and  be  certified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Pre- 
siding Officer  and  the  Secretary  of  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  having  jurisdiction,  every  Bishop 
Coadjutator,  and  every  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  jurisdiction  shall 
have  been  accepted,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 
A  majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  those  who  have 
resigned  their  jurisdictions,  and  those  w'ho  are  Bishops  in  foreign  lands, 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  8.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  the  order  of  consecration, 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Presiding 
Officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, or,  for  its  own  needs  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  hold  office 
for  life,  unless  he  resign  or  be  relieved  from  that  office  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  shall  have  been  admitted  to 
the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  the  House 
of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters,  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese,  and  by  not  more  than  four  Laymen,  Communicants  of  this 
Church,  and  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese.  Each  Diocese  shall  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  Clerical  Deputies,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  so  en- 
titled shall  be  represented  by  Lay  Deputies,  to  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies 
of  either  Order  of  any  Diocese  shall  not  invalidate  the  representation  of 
such  Diocese,  so  long  as  there  be  present  one  or  more  Deputies  of  either 
Order.  If  any  Diocese  be  not  represented,  or  be  represented  in  one 
Order  only,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the 
General  Convention. 

On  any  question  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  shall 
suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  these  Constitutions,  or  unless  the 
Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be 
taken  by  Orders;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  two  Orders 
shall  vote  separately;  each  Diocese  having  one  vote  for  its  Clerical  and 
one  for  its  Lay  representation,  if  present;  and  the  concurrence  of  the 
votes  of  the  two  Orders,  by  not  less  than  a  majority  in  each  Order  of  all 
the  Dioceses  represented  in  that  Order  at  the  time  of  the  vote,  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House:  Provided,  however,  that  if 
it  shall  appear  that  a  constitutional  quorum  of  the  House  has  not  voted, 
the  Presiding  Officer  shall  declare  that  there  has  been  no  vote  of  the 
House;  and  in  such  a  case  the  question  may  be  again  put  to  the  House 
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when  a  quorum  shall  be  present,  at  any  time  before  the  final  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Convention  then  in  session. 

Sec.  5.  In  either  House  any  number  less  than  a  quorum  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  daj'.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention shall  adjourn  without  the  consent  of  the  other  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the  Convention 
shall  be  sitting. 

Sec.  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  by  each  Missionary 
District  of  this  Church,  or  by  a  Convocation  of  the  American  Churches 
in  Foreign  Lands,  convened  by  proper  Ecclesiastical  authority,  shall 
have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject  to  all  the  qualifications  and 
with  all  the  rights  of  Deputies  except  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  7.  The  General  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on  the 
first  AV^ednesdaj'-  in  October,  unless  a  different  day  be  appointed  by  the 
preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  have  been  determined 
on  by  the  Convention;  and  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding  Officer 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  place  so 
appointed,  he  may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  in  accordance  with  canonical  provisions  of  the 
Convention. 

Third. — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Conven- 
tion [vide  Journal  pages  87,  88,  138,  146,  305,  306,  319,  327,  328,  332) 

Resolved,  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses 
in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Con- 
stitution. 

In  the  ninth  line  of  Article  5  strike  out  the  words  "any  other  Diocese" 
and  insert  the  words  "any  Missionary  District,  nor  by  the  junction  of 
any  two  or  more  Missionary  Districts  or  parts  of  Districts,  or  any  exist- 
ting  Diocese;"  and  in  the  thirteenth  line  strike  out  the  words  "as  well 
as,"  and  insert  after  the  word  "  concerned"  the  words  "and,  in  the  case 
of  a  Missionary  District  or  Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation  of 
each,  and  in  no  case  without  the  consent," 
so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows  : 

"  No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any 
Missionary  District,  nor  by  the  junction  of  anj''  two  or  more  Mission- 
ary Districts  or  parts  of  Districts,  or  any  existing  Diocese,  nor  shall 
any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parts 
of  Dioceses  or  Districts,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Con- 
vention of  each  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  and  in  the  case  of  a  Mission- 
ary District  or  Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation  of  each,  and  in 
no  case  without  the  consent  of  the  General  Convention,  and  such  con- 
sent shall  not  be  given  by  the  General  Convention  until  it  has  satisfactory 
assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the 
contemplated  Diocese." 
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Fourth. — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Con- 
vention {vide  Journal  pages  140,  152,  313.  314,  337) 

Ktsolrcd,  That  the  following  alteration  be  made  in  Article  5  of  the 
Constitution  and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the 
several  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  finally 
agreed  to  or  ratified  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution. 

Add  at  the  close  of  the  second  paragraph  the  following  words:  "and 
also  of  the  consent  to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a  majorit}^  of  the 
parishes  or  congregations  in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  of 
the  parishes  or  congregations  canonically  constituted  in  a  Missionary 
District  within  the  territory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese," 
so  that  the  concluding  portion  of  the  second  paragraph  of  Article  5,  as 
thus  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

"and  such  consent  shall  not  be  given  by  the  General  Convention  until 
it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  in  the  contemplated  new  Diocese;  and  also  of  the  con- 
sent to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of  a  majority  of  the  parishes  or  con- 
gregations in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  or  of  the  parishes  or 
congregations  canonically  constituted  in  a  Missionary  District  within  the 
territory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese." 

Fifth. — It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Conven- 
tion {vide  Journal  pages  96,  128,  319,  327,  328) 

Resolved,  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses 
in  order  that  it  may  be  finally  agreed  to  and  ratified  in  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  the  Con- 
stitution: 

Add  to  Article  5  of  the  Constitution  the  following,  to-wit:  "The  Gen- 
eral Convention  may  accept  a  cession  of  a  part  of  the  territorial  jurisdic- 
tion of  a  Diocese  when  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  such  Diocese  shall 
propose  such  cession,  and  three-fourths  of  the  parishes  in  the  ceded 
territory,  and  also  the  same  proportion  of  the  parishes  within  the  remain- 
ing territory,  shall  consent  thereto." 

Article  5  as  amended  by  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  of  the  foregoing 
resolutions  will  read  as  follows: 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
Territory  thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be 
admitted  on  acceding  to  this  Constitution;  and  a  new  Diocese,  to  be 
formed  from  one  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the 
following  restrictions,  viz. : 

Xo  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any 
Missionary  District,  nor  by  the  junction  of  any  two  or  more  Missionary 
Districts,  or  parts  of  Districts,  or  any  existing  Diocese,  nor  shall  any 
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Diocese  be  foraied  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses,  or  parts  of 
Dioceses,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  each 
of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  Missionary  District  or 
Districts,  of  the  Bishop  and  Convocation  of  each,  and  in  no  case  without 
the  consent  of  the  General  Convention,  and  such  consent  shall  not  he 
given  by  the  General  Convention  until  it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a 
suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  contemplated 
new  Diocese;  and  also  of  the  consent  to  the  erection  of  such  Diocese  of 
a  majority  of  the  parishes  or  congregations  in  union  with  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  or  of  the  parishes  or  congregations  canonically  constituted 
in  a  Missionary  District  within  the  territory  of  the  proposed  new  Diocese. 

Xo  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain  less  than  six 
parishes,  or  less  than  six  Presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year 
canonically  resident  within  the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly 
settled  in  a  parish  or  congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop. 
Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed  if  thereby  any  existing  Diocese 
shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  less  than  twelve  parishes,  or  less  than 
twelve  Presbyters  who  have  been  residing  therein  and  settled  and  quali- 
fied as  above  mentioned:  Provided,  that  no  city  shall  form  more  than 
one  Diocese. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  or  more  Dioceses,  the 
Diocesan  of  the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  1)e 
attached,  and  shall  thereupon  become  the  Diocesan  thereof;  and  the 
Bishop  Coadjutator,  if  there  be  one,  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will 
be  attached;  and  if  it  be  not  the  one  elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be 
the  Diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  a  Diocese  into  two  or  more  Dioceses  shall  be 
ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  Dioceses  shall  be  subject 
to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so  divided,  except  as  local 
circumstances  may  prevent,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  in  either 
Diocese  by  the  Convention  thereof.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  shall  be 
formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  the  new  Diocese  shall  be 
subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing 
Dioceses  to  which  the  greater  number  of  Clergymen  shall  have  belonged 
prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may  be  altered 
by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

The  General  Convention  may  accept  a  cession  of  a  part  of  the  terri- 
torial jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese  when  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  such 
Diocese  shall  propose  such  cession,  and  three-fourths  of  the  parishes  in 
the  ceded  territory,  and  also  the  same  proportion  of  the  parishes  within 
the  remaining  territory,  shall  consent  thereto.

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  General 
Convention : 

That  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1900,  the 
place  of  the  Golden  Numbers  prefixed  to  several  days  in  the  Calendar, 
between  the  twenty-first  day  of  March  and  the  eighteenth  day  of  April, 
both  inclusive,  be  changed,  and  that  the  Golden  Numbers  be  prefixed  to 
days  in  the  Calendar  in  March  and  April,  as  in  the  following  table:
